The Anti-Strike Ciause. 


The anti-strike provision as now 
written follows: 
i “If two or more persons enter 
‘inte any combination or agree- 
ment with the intent substantially 
to hinder, restrain or prevent the 
movement of commodities or per- 
sons in interstate commerce, or enN- 
‘ter into any combination or agree- 
pment which substantially hinders, 
testrains or prevents the movement 
@f commodities or persons in inter- 
state gommerce, such persons £0 
‘sombining and agreeing shall be 
Jeemed guilty of a conspiracy aiid 
ishall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding $500 or by imprisonment 
jnot exceeding six months, or by 
‘both such fine and imprisonment. 
'Provided, that nothing herein shall 
ibe taken to deny to any individual 
the right to quit his employment 
for any reason. 
“Whoever knowingly and with 
Jike intent shall aid, abet, counsel, 
ommand, induce or procure the 
ommission or performance of any 
act made unlawful in the last pre- 
ceding sections hereof shall be 
wuilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
onviction shall be punished by a 
Fine not exceeding $500, or by im- 
isonment not exceeding six 
Months or by both such fine and 
mprisonment.”

United States Insists, 

The embassy at Mexico City was 
instructed, it was announced offi- 
cially, “to insist that the Mexican 
government definitely advise the 
embassy what action has been taken 
with a view of the liberation of 
William O. Jenkins, and to advise 
the Mexican government that the 
United States‘government expected 
it to take effective steps to obtain 
the release of Jenkins.” 

The consular agent is understood 
to be held by rebels under the 
leadership of Frederico Cordoba 
and Juan Uberra, near Puebla. This 
district, in which is located the sec- 
ond largest city in the republic, is 
Supposed to be thoroughly under the 
control of President Carranza and 
his forces, it was said. At the in- 
Stance of Cordoba a representative 
of Jenkins left Puebla yesterday 
to confer with the rebel leader re- 
garding the agent’s release. 

No definite news concerninng Jen- 
kins reached the state department 
today. President Carranza has or- 
dered the authorities at Mexico City 
to make every effort to bring out 
his release and the Mexican foreign 
office has assured the American em- 
bassy that energetic action is be- 
ing taken. 

Oil Camp Is Robbed. 

Reports reached the state depart- 
ment today that an oil camp at 
Tanguiko, Mexico, had been rob- 
bed recently by 250 soldiers in UCar- 
ranza uniforms. The men _ were 
said to have been led by the col- 
onel of a regiment of Mexican fed- 
eral soldiers. 

According to the report, the pay- 
roll for the workers at the camp 
had been delivered by the soldiers 
in accord with an agreement witb 
the Carranza g®vernment that, to 
prevent robberies of company pay- 
masters by bandits, the money be 
entrusted to federal soldiers’ for 
transmission. Later the soldiers 
were said to have raided the camp, 
taking the payroll, the personal ef- 
fects of the workmen, including 
their clothes and even equipment 
out of the camp hospital. 

Under the original agreement 
with the Carranza government the 
payrolls were to be delivered by the 
oil companies to the federal authori- 
ties at Tampico, but today’s reports 
said the Mexican general com- 
manding the Tampico district had 
officially announced to the com- 
panies that he was unable to de- 
liver the payrolls in. the district 
south of Naranjos.

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RIOTING IN OHO: 


SOLDIERS CALLED 


Entire National Guard 
Mobilized for Service at 
Canton, Where Steel 
Strikers Are Disorderly. 


~ 


Columbus, Ohio, October 25.—U pon 


“receiving reports of serious rioting 


at Canton in connection with the 
steel strike, Governor Cox shortly 
after noon today ordered practically 
the entire Ohio national guard mo- 
bilized at Akron for immediate duty 
at Canton. 

Every available machine gun com- 
pany and seven infantry companies 
were ordered mobilized. The mobil- 
iZation order followed a report to 
the governor by Colonel John M. 
Bingham, of the adjutant general’s 
office, who has been making a per- 
sOnal investgation at Canton. 

At the same time Governor Cox 
sent a telegram to Mayor Poorman, 
of Canton, notifying him that he 
would be expected to bring about 
immediate order. The telegram 
Stated that if this were not done, 
Mayor Poorman'would be summoned 
to the governor's office Monday to 
Show cause why he should not be 
removed from office immediately. 

A telegram was also sent by the 
Governor to the sheriff of Stark 
county saying that reports reaching 
Columbus charged he was “not doing 
his duty” and saying “I shall hold 
you to strict accountability.” 

Situation Beyond Control. 

Canton, Ohio, October 25.—With 
State troops mobilizing at Akron, 
only 20 miles distant, to take charge 
of the steel strike situation here, 
which has resulted in recent riots in 
which many persons were injured, 
Mayor Poorman issued a statement 
tonight declaring the situation be- 
yond his control. 

With such a declaration from the 
mayor, the general belief is that 
Governor Cox will order the troops 
to Canton. Though the mayor and 
county sheriff remain reticent, it is 
understood they dispatched a tele- 
fram to Governor Cox about the 
time the state executive ordered the 
guard to mobilize, declaring the sit- 
uation beyond their control. 

: Strike disorders continued tonight. 
Three American workmen were 
waylaid while on their way to work 
at the plant of the United Alloy 
Steel corporation by a crowd of 
twenty foreigners. When attacked 
one of the Americans drew a revol- 
ver and fired. His 
drew weapons and fired a fuisalde 
of shots. The Americans were not 
struck by any of the bullets and 
fled, but one man, 70 vears of age, 
was overtaken and slashed ‘with a 
knife and beaien. 

A large force of city police was 
required to control nearly 2,000 for- 
elgners who assembled near one 
plant of the alloy corporation. 
“RED” ACTIVITIES 
DENIED AT GARY. 

Washineton, October 25.—Inves- 
tigation of the steel strike was 
completed today by the senate la- 
bor committees, with the 
Nation of witnesses from 
Ind., Pittsburg and the Allentown, 
Pa., plants of the Bethlehem Steel 
corporation. 
the other members expect to begin 
work (immediately on their report, 
which they hope to present to the 
senate next ‘week. 

W. A. Rattenbury, a Gary strik- 
er, the first witness today, classed 
all charges of “red” revolutionary 
activities in connection with the 
strike as “a ghost conjured up to 
injure the strikers.” He said the 
American Federation of Labor 
conducting the strike in order 
secure the eight hour day for the

“The wages now are paid on a basic 
eight-hour rate. If the hours were 


reduced, the pay would come down.

It is not, of course, the first time 
that the sun has been employed as 
a messenger. The. heliograph has 
heen in use for many years. Mir- 
rors have flashed from hill to hill 
their messages in Morse. Yet, until 
Dr. Rankine discovered the way, 
the transmission of speech by light 
was but a dream of the future. 

“The transmission of speech by 
light’”—-that is the coldly scientific 
phrase which describes one of the 
marvels of modern research. It 
needs little imagination to see the 
wonder of this modern miracle. You 
talk into a cardboard mouthpiece 
at one place and another person 
with a telephone receiver on his 
head some miles away can hear 
you speak. In between you there 
is noth We but the sunlight by day 
or a searchlight by night. The 
flippant would Say that this fs but 
another form of light talk. The 
scientist speak# of “a beam of light 
fluctuating in accordance with 
speech sounds.” 

The discovery is now three years 
old. It was made during the war. 
It was one of England’s war se- 
crets. The British admiralty board 
of invention and research was re- 
sponsible for the making of the ex- 
periments which led to the inven- 
tion. The results are now publish- 
ed by their permission. 

Dr. Rankine is a fellow of Uni- 
versity college, London, and as- 
sistant professor in the department 
of physics. He is well on the sun- 
ny side of forty. A brilliant career 
seems assured to him. His father 
was a Baptist minister. Oliver 
Rankine had to make his own way 
in life.

How It Works. 
how it works. The light, 
whether sunlight or searchlight, is 
reflected through a lens and then 
a grid on to the concave mirror, 
When anyone speaks into the trum- 
pet the sounds are collected by a 
gramaphone sound box The sound 
box needle vibrates in accordance 
with the sounds. As the mirror is 
fixed to the needle the mirror vi- 
brates, too. ‘The imace of the first 
grid is reflected from the mirror on 
to the second, which, being milled 
with the first, is an exact 
ducton of it, but inverted. So when 
the mirror vibrates it sends the 
gridded light against the second 
grid and according to the sounds 
made is the proportionate amount 
of light that goes through tine 

grid. So you have a shutter-light 
effect just like shutter signaling. 

This light is trained by means of 
the gun sights on the mirror of the 
receiving instrument. The mirror 
concentrates the light on the 
selenium cell, Selenium is sensi- 
tive to light. Its power of con- 
ducting electricity varies with the 
intensity of the light thrownseon it. 
The grid, acting as a shutter, varies 
the light intensity in correspond- 
ence with J ad movements of the 
mirror attached to the sound box.

He wholesales 
it. He has a warehouse, an office 
force, a list of jobbing customers. He 
has plenty of capital. There is plenty 
of money in the business if you can 
get away with it. So far, there is no 
determined enforcement of the war 
prohibition laws. The United States 
Department of Justice is not clear as 
to its powers and duties, and while it 
knows that the sale of liquor is illegal, 
it is not clear as to ways and means 
which should be taken to punish those 
who sell. There are conflicts between 
state and federal liquor laws. There 
is pending legislation in congress de- 
Signed to clarify the situation, and 
to lay down ways and to 


SE tiger sane: which is selling 


war time and national prohibition 
laws. The national law will not be- 
come effective until January 16, 1920. 
The Department of Justice is marking 
time until that date when a good many 
things will be cleared. Just at pres- 
ent the department has not the road 
mapped nor has it the organization to 
enforce the prohibition laws. These 
laws, it may be said, are a dead let- 
ter in many towns and territories. 
Even in states where there are state 
as well as federal laws against liquor 
selling, towns in which the laws are 
not backed by public sentiment, or by 
an aggressive and overwhelming ma- 
jority or active law-enforcing minori- 
ty liquor is being openly sold in many 
wise as openly as in the good old days. 
There are state as well as national 
prohibition laws in Ohio, yet liquor is 
still sold in the big towns of the state. 
The visitors from all parts of the 
country who visited Toledo’ around 
July 4 to see Messrs. Dempsey and 
Willard settle their little question of 
manly superiority, found not one whit 
of trouble in getting all the liquor 
they wanted at prices that were not at 
all startling, even if the good ‘citizens 
of Toledo did make a sort of cleanup 
on the occasion. Average bar whisky 
could be bought in Toledo on July 4 
at 25 cents a drink. There was no con- 
cealment about the sale. The bot- 
tles were kept under; not behind the 
bar, and produced on demand. 


Gay Bootlegger 
Busy as a Bee, 

So; during the interregnum betweer 
the enaction of war-time prohibition 
and the enforcement thereof, the gay 
pootlegger is busy as the proverbial 
bee gathering honey while he may. 
Officers of the Department of Internal 
Revenue say that he is some bee and 
some honey gatherer. The business is 
so good, the profits so large, that 
many of the best bandits, bank rob- 
bers, “pete men” or safeblowers, high- 
class “stickup” men, bad men of all 
sorts, who heretofore have gone to 
dynamite, gun and jimmie for a living, 
are taking up the less risky and in- 
finitely more profitable profession of 
bootlegging, and are not only growing 
rich at it, but are having more or less 
of a high old time doing it with just 
enough risk to lend spice to life. 

While Bleedin’ Kansas was the orig- 
inal home of the bootlegger, and while 
the South and Southwest have been 
his habitat for the past fifteen years, 
the North, especially the district 
along the Canadian line, is now the 
chief business place of the big boot- 
leggers, of the fellows who are out to 
make their million in a hurry and re- 
tire to their seashore cottages. The 
towns around the Great Lakes, from 
Buffalo to Chicago, Erie, Detroit, To- 
ledo, Cleveland, etc., are now the 
great feeders of the bootleggers. The 
reason is clear. While no whisky can 
be made in the United States, there is 
a lot of whisky in Canada, where they 
have war-time prohibition, and 
they may make more whisky in Cana- 
da after peace is officially declared. 
Then the good roads, the great secret 
supplies of whisky, the tremendous 
populations in the interior of the 
states of New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Michigan makes a large de- 
mand for whisky. In the present 
summer tticre has been a terrific tide 
of traffic rough the towns of the 
Great Lake-, and the summer visitor 
has money to spend, and does not care 
what he has to pay for a nip. Add to 
this that there is more whisky drank 
in cold than in warm climates, and the 
advantages of the Northern States 
over the Southern and Southwestern

provide 
means for the rigid enforcement of the 


States as a prospect for the bootlegger 
are clear. Bootlegging in the West 
and South was a negro’s business, In 
the North it is the business of big, 
bold white men, with plenty of money, 
high - powered cars, high - powered 
boats, high-powered guns and high- 
powered nerve. In a word, bootleg- 
ging is getting to be a great game ev- 
erywhere, but especially so along the 
Great Lakes, 


Origin of Word 
“Bootlegging.” 


The word explains its derivation. A 
man sold whisky out of his boot leg. 
Hence “bootlegging.” It had its origin 
in the early days of prohibition in Kan- 
sas, days when most farmers, most 
Westerners, wore boots. It was no 
trick at all to stick one or two quart 
bottles of whisky into the boot leg and 
sell them, either in bulk or by the 
drink. The men who sold whisky in 
that way were called “bootleggers.” 

From one pint or one quart, to two, 
five, ten, fifteen quarts in a pair of 
boots, made for the purpose, was a 
matter of rapid progression. The early 
bootleggers did business in a quiet 
way. For all its name for prohibition, 
there were few towns in Kansas 
where whisky was not sold openly. 
True, it was not sold in saloons, ad- 
vertised, pushed down one’s throat, 
as it was in many of the towns in wet 
states, but not even the newest trav- 
eling man had any trouble locating a 
drink in most Kansas towns. 

The drug store was the great source 
of supply, but the hotel and the bar- 
ber shop, the livery stable, the grocery 
store, were all equally sure sources. 
Then there were any number of “bit- 
ters” and “hops” and “juices” and pat- 
ent medicines on the market that were, 
in effect, high-proof liquor, tastefully 
colored and appetizingly flavored, and 
known as basic medicines. The good, 


very considerable boom fifteen years 
ago, it was not until Tennessee and 
Oklahoma went dry, some six years 
ago, that the illicit business became 
a source of profit that attracted the 
bad men of the country. When Ar- 
kansas went dry, some four years ago, 
and joined her sister states of Ten- 
nessee and Okalhoma, bootlegging was 
advanced into the bonanza class. It 
became a game worth playing for the 
huge stakes that were concerned. 
With the three Central Southern 


native-born American of the 70c and 
80s knew by heart a long list of spring 
tonics, to go without which he would 
have considered suicide. The public 
prints carried advertisements of “med- 
icines” sold at from 50 cents to $1 a 
bottle that were meant mostly for the 
prohibition states of Maine and Kan- 
sas, but which sold everywhere, and 
which if they could be put on the mar- 
ket today would bring $10 a bottle. 
They cost on an average 18 cents to 
put up then. 

So, it will be seen that for all of pro- 
hibition in “Bleedin’ Kansas,” Maine, 
and, for a time, Iowa, there never was 
more alcohol sold in those states than 
under the dry banner. Hence, there 
was no greater opportunity for the 
bootlegger to become a millionaire. 
Became Profitable 
Six Years Ago. 

While the rapid spread of prohibi- 
tion in the South gave bootlegging a 
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States dry, Missouri and, to some ex- 
tent, Louisiana became the sources of 
liquor supply, and the _ operating 
grounds of the big bootleggers. Jop- 
lin for Oklahoma and Caruthersville 
for Arkansas and Tennessee, became 
headquarters of the bootleggers. And 
bootlegging from a low, illicit traffic 
akin to the sale of noxious narcotics, 
developed into a huge business in 
which millions of dollars were invest- 
ed, and in which fortunes were made 
and lost. Great warehouses went up 
for the storage of whisky. The rail- 
road bills of lading showed that in 
three months a small town like Ca- 
ruthersville, which has a population 
of 5,000 persons, had as much as 36,- 
000 cases of whisky, worth then $32 a 
case, or, in round figures, $1,100,000 
worth of whisky, delivered on its 
platforms, and for all the railroads 
could show, consumed there. In other 
words, the transportation figures in- 
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dcated that 5,000 persons in Caruth- 
ersville were drinking about 250,000 
quarts of whisky every month, or al- 
most a quart and one-half a day for 
every man, woman and child in the 
town. 

The bills of lading of the railroads 
running into Joplin showed a similar 
great increase in whisky deliveries, 
but as Joplin is many times larger 
than Caruthersville, and as it is acen- 
ter of supply for many other large 
towns inthe same part of Missouri, 
the whisky increase was not so re- 
markable. There has been a tremend- 
ous lot of wholesale bootlegging out 
of Joplin into Oklahoma, but it is 
doubtful if it has been so great as that 
into Arkansas and Tennessee from 
Caruthersville, which is conveniently 
located on the Mississippi river for 
barge and power-boat bootlegging, 
and which has good roads into both 
Arkansas and Tennessee. From a 
strategic point of view few towns have 
been so advantageously located for 
big bootlegging as Caruthersville, Mo. 
A few minutes’ engine work by boat 
or car landed the whisky in either one 
of two most desirable states, where 
there always has been a ready market 
and cash for whisky on delivery. 

Big Bootlegging 
Done on Mississippi. 

The first big bootlegging was done 
on the trains and the regular steam- 
boats which travel up and down the 
Mississippi. The whisky men did not 
take the prohibition laws seriously at 
first. In fact, many of the legitimate 
whisky dealers who left Tennessee 
when that state went dry to continue 
their businesses from other § states, 
found conditions such that they re- 
turned to Tennessee and resumed 
open traffic from Memphis. But when 
the war came, stringent application of 
the laws against the illicit sale of 
liquor and the Internal Revenue De- 
partment began to press all points, 
not to stop the sale of whisky, for that 
was no part of its duty, but to see that 
the dealers in whisky paid reven: 
taxes on it. Then the states, too, be- 
gan to enforce the antiwhisky laws 
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more rigidly, and the bootleggers had 
to get busy. 

The motorcar and the motorboat are 
the great aids of the bootlegger. It is 
said that the bootlegging business has 
more high-powered, high-priced cars 
in it than any other business in the 
United States. Some of the states, no- 
tably Oklahoma, have tried to seize 
the cars in which whisky has been 
illicitly transported, and the Auto 
Dealers’ Association has been at great 
expense and considerable trouble to 
protect the interest of the automobile 
dealers in cars sold to bootleggers un- 
der chattel mortgage and then seized 
by the state. The matter is in the su- 
perior courts at present and has not 
yet come to a final decision, 

A band of bold bootleggers in a 
high-powered car, armed with high- 
powered guns, and with large profits 
in sight, is a dangerous thing for an 
officer of the law to come into contact. 
Some of the bootleggers, especially 
those running north out of Monroe, 
La., comprise among their members 
some of the worst men in the Southern 
tier of states, killers, bad men gen- 
erally. Oklahoma  bootleggers have 
been known to stop at nothing, but it 
is probable that the most dangerous 
bands of bootleggers are now work- 
ing along the Great Lakes, These 
Northern bootleggers—-unlike those 
from the South, who have homes in 
the localities where they operate, and 
who are known and have some stake 
in the country, and who can be found 
when wanted, and who are not, as 
rule, desperadoes—are men from all 
parts of the United States, former 
bank robbers, thieves and safeblowers, 
men who have never located long in 
one place, and who have seen the in- 
terior of many penitentiaries, and who 
have gone into the bootlegging busi- 
nesss to make a stake and to make 
it at any cost quickly. 


Desperate Fights 
With Officers of Law. 

There have been some desperate 
fights between bootleggers and officers 
of the law, but the worst fights have 
been between rival bands of bootleg- 
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gers, when one cuts in or tries to cut 
in, on the business which the other 
considers his own. A bootlegger may 
spare an officer of the law, for he has 
no particular grudge against him, and 
because he knows that the law will 
avenge its officers, but a bootlegger 
knows that few people care what hap- 
pens to a bootlegger, and when boot- 
legger meets a bootlegger who has 
done what he thinks is a “dirty trick,” 
the argument is usually as short as 
bullets and high-powered explosives 
can make it. Desperate battles be- 
tween bootleggers, in which a running 
fire has been kept up for miles from 
automobiles, have been reported from 
the district around Cleveland and To- 
ledo, and as competition grows flercer 
and the time for growing rich becomes 
shorter, these battles are expected to 
become more frequent and more des- 
perate, 

“Some of the most desperate men in 
criminal life are now engaged in boot- 
legging,” said Allan Pinkerton, chief 
of the Pinkerton Detective Agency. 
“The James boys in their prime were 
harmless sucklings compared to some 
of the desperadoes that are now run- 
ning booze along the underground 
routes from the Canadian border to 
the Ohio and Chesapeake rivers.” 

While bootlegging is in its infancy 
along the lakes, it is a pretty well- 
established business from St. Louis 
south, along the Mississippi and into 
Oklahoma. The bootlegging trade be- 
tween Memphis and Caruthersville is 
one of the biggest in the country. | It 
is claimed there are fiecets of boats 
of high engine power and great speed, 
and automobiles engaged in the busi- 
ness. One man, who earned himself 
the name of “King of the Bootleg- 
gers,” a former policeman of Mem- 
phis, even had a steamboat and barges 
in the trade. He told an officer of the 
Internal Revenue Department not long 
ago, that he made $9,000 on one single 
barge load of whisky which he man- 
aged to run into Memphis. This man. 
who has grown rich in the bootlegging 
trade, is at present doing a short jai! 
sentence in Memphis. 

It was not any uncommon sight to 
see twenty-five to fifty high-powered 
cars leave Caruthersville during a day 
of bootlegging, when the roads were 
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g00d and business booming. Each car 
would contain ten to fifteen cases of 
whisky, or from 250 to 300 quarts, 
Tank Autos 

Used In Oklahoma. 

In Oklahoma they have had tank aw 
tomobiles, cars in which several, one 
Or more, reservoirs had been attached, 
presumably to carry extra gasoline, but 
really to transport whisky. It is not any 
trick at all to fix up a car so that from 
50 to 100 gallons of whisky, valued at 
retail prices at from $2,000 to $4,000, 
could be put away. 

On the Mississippi, the boats for 
carrying whisky are also fitted up 
with tanks and compartments for bot- 
tle storage. A motorboat has been 
known to pull out of Caruthersville 
with $15,000 worth of whisky, boot- 
leggers’ retail price, aboard. Presum- 
ably she was bound for some wet 
state, Missouri, Kentucky, Ilinois—in 
reality, she was bound for a dry state 
—Tennessee or Arkansas, 

There has been and still is a tre 
mendous lot of bootlegging done in 
suit cases. The new special bootleg- 
gers’ suitcase, specially designed for 
the purpose, will carry one case of 
whisky without much show. They fix 
them up so that they bear the travel- 
worn appearance of much-used sutt 
cases, and, in many cases, they bear 
labels of foreign travel upon them 
There has been a tremendous traffic 
in suit cases up and down the rafl- 
roads leading from Missouri into 
Arkansas, Oklahoma and Texas. Lit- 
tle Rock is a great “suit case” town 
for bootlegging. Hot Springs does a 
tremendous business in the same line. 
The traffic is thoroughly organized. 
They say that it is no longer safe to 
pack suit cases of whisky into Little 
Rock, and that they must be “ditched,” 
that is, dropped from the trains out- 
side of the city and run thither in auto- 
mobiles. It is said that the bootleg- 
gers take advantage of the places 
where trains must slow up for cross- 
ings, bridges, etc., and drop the suit 
cases off, so that they may be picked 
up and taken care of by confederates. 
So skillful have the bootleggers be- 
come that they can drop a suit case 
of whisky weighing 60 pounds from a 
moving train without breaking a bot-

Paris, October 25.—Bulgaria’s an- 
swer to the terms of peace presented

curities in Georgia when made by a dealer 
to the public. Its real purpose was to ex- 
clude from Georgia securities that were new 
and unknown, until such securities, by prop- 
er information filed in the office of the 
secretary of state, could have their char- 
acter and value established. 

All securities that are well-known and 
possess inherent qualities which assure their 
sale and disposition without perpetration of 
fraud, I consider as coming within the spir- 
it and purpose of this law. Domesticated 
securities, that isy securities which are well- 
known and are Commonly dealt in, whose 
values are based upon an established income, 
may be dealt in, under my interpretation 
of the law, without compliance with the 
terms of the blue sky law of 1913. 

Rigid Investigation. 

All new and unknown securities of doubt- 
ful or speculative value or based on pros- 
pective income, I hold to be entirely within 
the operation of the law, and as to all such 
secnrities,‘a rigid investigation is made by 
this office when application is made to sell 
them in Georgia. As we all know, the whole 
country is flooded with utterly worthless 
securities. These securities are generally 
handled by traveling salesmen and these 
salesmen do not go to banks or institu-

Jiant comebacks in the history of the game, the Golden Tornado of 
Georgia Tech held the University of Pittsburg Panthers to a 16-to-6 
score after the easterners had snowed them under an avalanche of 
thirteen counters in the first quarter. 

The first frame was a heart-breaking tragedy to the thousands of 
Tech supporters who had visions of the Tornado bringing victory back 
at the end of their long journey. But after the first quarter, Tech 
fought with her back to the wall, and the Panthers were outplayed 
from that stage of the encounter to the finish of the fight, the game 
ending with the ball in Pitt’s possession on Tech’s 10-yard line. 

The first touchdown for Pitt came five minutes after the referee’s 
whistle was blown for the kick-off. I was made by DeHart, after 
end rushes by Davies, the all-American halfback, had brought the ball

Pitt won the game 
in the first quarter, when she ran rather rough-shod over our boys. In 
fact, for a time it looked as if the score would be entirely lop-sided.

Standard Auto Track Wagons

We must all 
admit that the autumobile has come 
to stay. One automobile company 
manufactured and sold more auto-

But the wide-track wagon 
that has been used in the south 
for many years comes along and 
destroys the auromobile rut, re- 
tarding the progress of the auto- 
mobile that follows. The old-style 
wide-track wagon mas a tread of 
60 inches instead of 56 inches, so 
one wheel travels tn the rut while 
the other rides the ridge on the 
other side and crumbles the hard 
lumps of earth into the rur.

Standards of Culinary Art 
: Are Raised, Says Mrs. Dowdle 


“The standards of culinary arts are raised,” declared Mrs. Lois 
_ Dowdle, of the extension department of The Georgia College of Agri- 
‘ culture, in a report she has made to Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin, chairman 
of the Wotuan’s department of the Southeastern fair. 

Mrs. Dowdle’s report was made at the request of Mrs. Lumpkin, 
who was questioning whether or not women of this section were los- 
ing their interest in the domestic arts, of which the culinary is so 
vitally a part. 

Mrs. Lumpkin based her apprehensions on the fact that the exhibits 
#n culinary arts was not so extensive this year as at previous fairs, 
- but Mrs. Dowdle in her report shows that the standards are being 
_ raised, and that women realize now they can not put their wares in 
competition unless they come up to the standard. 

In her report, Mrs. Dowdle cites: 

“You will note that we give twenty points to flavor. In an exhibit 
of canned products it is not always necessary to open up the jars in 
‘order to judge flavor. Almost always there are other points which, 
when considered, will obviate the necessity of testing flavor. This is 
‘not true however, in the case of preserves, marmalades, jellies and 
~gome other products. 

“It was my pleasure two years ago to judge the same class of 
exhibits here at the fair and I feel that it will’-be a source of gratifica- 
‘tion to you to know that we consider the exhibits very superior to 
‘those we had here in 1917. Not only do individual exhibits show up better 


but the collections are finer in every way. The variety has been limi- 
‘ted to such an extent that freak products have been thrown out. I| 
hope that by next year you will be able to have many exhibits in bread 
and cakes and if you are interested iu having our scorgs for judging 
those products, we will be glad to give them to you and you may pub- 
lish them in the catalog next year so that exhibitors may know the 
. points to be considered in judging their products.” 
| Mrs. Dowdle produces the score for judging exhibits as follows: |

‘good cake, she has become accomplished in cooking as an art. Both 
-of these accomplishments are to be desired by every good housewife, 
for today she never had more real domestic problems to solve. 

She has them in common not only with the women of her com-| 
munity, but with the women of the nation, and the sooner women realize , 
these plain and homey facts, the sooner they will be assuring their own 
‘happiness in the home, and aiding directly in their part of making | 
.national prosperity.

From each congressional district there is a man and woman mem- 
‘ber, and through them the commission will push its campaign for the 
Georgia state memorial.

‘recognition by the state of the services rendered by the 1,700 men who} 
died in service for their country during the war, and for those who | 
were willing to give up their lives in the cause. 

: Following this meeting, but not at the meeting, a formal organiza- 
tion will be perfected, with a view to making for the establishment of 
an appropriate memorial to these men, and from the women of the 
state as well as the men it is expected to find the response which will 
make Georgia a most beautiful memorial. 

There is no tse to discuss the right of the boys who died in the 
European war to be properly decorated—to have their memory per- 
petuated, in their own state, and their names as heroes indelibly re- 
corded, for no man or woman would deny that, but the state, as a part; 
of the nation, cannot afford to delay in establishing this monument to; 
her men wko helped win the war. 
| Emerson has said that a nation’s civilization is measured by her

. Let us hope that this is not entirely true, and that young nations 
are excepted in this statement, lest we of the young republic be misun- 
derstood and placed low in the rgnk of civilization. 

Dr. Lucius Lamar Knight, one of the south’s noted historians, has | 
said: 

“Show me a state which is not proud of its heroic and splendid | 
yesterdays, and I shall show you a state which can find nothing of 
which to be proud in its barren tomorrows.”

“The chancellor has appointed as 
fellow under Phelps-Stokes fund for 
the year 1919-20 Miss Ruth Reed, 
A.-B., a graduate of Brenau in the 
Class of 1916, and placed the work 
under the direction of Professor C.

embodying several noteworthy de- 
partures in design. Speaking broad- 
ly, the machine is built on the 
lines of a conventional airplane. 
From the extremties of both wings, 
however, rise vertical shafts on 
which revolve the fan-like lifting 
surfaces, or air screws. <A _ hori- 
zontal beam is fixed to the base of 
each of the two &haits. Attached to 
each extremity of these two beams 
is a motor which drives a traction 
wheel around a circular track. 
Each air screw revolves as the mo- 
tora upon the wheels in whirling 
flight around the track. Thus the 
lifting screws are revolved with a 
power that could never be develop- 
ed were they mounted directly on 
the engine crank shafts. In addi- 
tion to turning the two major lift- 
ing surfaces, the whirling power 
plants transmit their power 
through belts and pulleys to a 
stabilizing air screw in the tail, 
and to a tractor propeller on the 
fuselage for forward motion.

Washington, October 22.—‘When 
German and Buigarian looters car- 
ried away the clothes of the Ru- 
manian populace they did more than 
put a people to a temporary incon- 
venience;|} it was as if a war ver- 
eran were robbed of his uniform or 
a matron of her bridal gown,” says 
a bulletin from the National Geo- 
Erepoie society, which tells of the 

umanians’ devotion to their his- 
toric costume. ’ 

“Especially was this loss felt by 
women,” the bulletion gtates, and 
Quotes from a communication to 
the society by James Howard Gore 
in explanation of this attachment, 
as follows: 

“In no part of Europe do the 
peasants hold so tenaciously to 
their distinctive costume as in the 
uplands of Rumania. It is, in fact, 
almost an asset in nationalism, and 
its unifying influence was em- 
phasized some years ago by the 
dowager queen when she herself 
put on the native dress. 

“Some of the outdoor work is al- 
most wholly in the hands of the 
women. She takes the hemp and the 
flax from the seed to the finished 
garment and deems herself fortu- 
nate if the husband plows the 
ground for her. As the spinning 
and weaving is done by the women, 
the clothing worn by the family are 
tangible evidences of the taste and 
industry of the women, folks.

acteristics that are the butt of most 
of the jokes improvised by the 
leader otf the Sunday village dance. 

“The most important thing about 
the costume is the fact that it is 
entirely made at home by hand, so, 
that the dress exemplifies both the 
taste and the skill of its owner 
and gives to the mate-hunting 
swain an index to these all-impor- 
tant qualities. 

“All who have visited Rumania 
have caught the vision of fome of

Titled Clergyman’s Daughter 
Worker in Government Office

London.—A very charming socte- 
ty war worker, Miss Anne Christian 
Seymour, who is expecting to be 
“demobbed” shortly, is a daughter 


of one of this country’s few titled 
clergymen and a member of a fame- 
ily which can point to its record in 
the great European conflict with 
special pride. Miss Seymour, who 
has been working in a government 
office for upwards of four years, is 
23, and greatly admired wherever 
she goes. She is the younger of the 
two daughters of the Rev. Lord 
Victor Seymour, an uncle of the 
marguess of Hertford, who since 
1901 has been vicar of the fashiona-

The Rev. Lord Victor Seymour, 
who is a son of the fifth marquess 
of Hertford, and was educated at 
Eton and at Christ church, Oxford, 
has two sons and two daughters. 
The elder of the sons, Captain Con- 
way Seymour, served throughout 
the war in the Scots Guards and 
was wounded. His younger broth- 
er. William John Seymour, R. N., 
who is 19, became a midshipman in 
1916 and did his bit with credit. 
The elder sister of these young 
men, formerly Miss Jane Seymour, 
married in 1912 Captain Louis Eger- 
ton and jost her husband, who was 


killed in action in 1917. Meanwhile 


her younger’ sister, Miss Anne 
Christian Seymour, was carrying 
on aS a government clerk.

Seymour, is, of course, our dear old 
friend, the earl of Yarmouth (once 
renowned for skirt dancing), who 
married Miss Alice Thaw in 1903, 
the marriage being annulled on her 
petition three years later.

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| Organization of Sinn Fein 
Is One of Physical Force 


By Truman H, Talley. 

The right of governments to de- 
fine and put down conspiracy and 
sedition is inherent. The only ar- 
gument one might raise ts whether 


the definition is too sharp and the 
method of repressing disaffection 
too harsh. Experience in Ireland 
has shown in startling relief what 
the intention of the Sinn [Teiner is. 
He once staged a rebellion. He 
says he will do it again. There- 
fore the police are watchful, and 
anything savoring of rebellion or 
encouraging people to rebel is put 
down as conspiracy or sedition, ac- 
cording to the exact character of 
the remarks. 

When a Sinn Feiner makes a 
speech and says the police, the mili- 
tary and the Irish government de- 
serve “Tipperary medicine,” or 
when an editor writes to that ef- 
fect, or when a man has documents 
in his possession proposing that 
method of reforming Ireland, police 
action is now likely to follow. Be- 
fore the rebellion and even after the 
rebellion Sinn Feiners spoke and 
wrote with virtual impunity, but 
today they cannot for obvious 
reasons. 

But the government does make a 
distinction that has not been ob- 
served in other countries. Ridicule, 
slander and the garden variety of 
sedition as we have known it in 
América slides off the government's 
back like water off a duck. But 
when exhortations to violence are 
indulged in thé police intervene. 

Persons known to have spoken or 
written such sentiments are liable 
to arrest as are individuals who 
have such reading matter in their 
possession. 

The most startling. evidence of 
conspiracy among Sinn Feiners to 
use violence and terrorism not only 
on the police and military, but upon 
Irishmen who differed wth Sinn 
Fein, was furnished in the capturd] 
Sinn Fein proclamation I presented 
recently. That document urged 
Sinn Feiners to participate in the 
killing of policemen within the 
area of Tipperary, as well as Irish 
“spies’’ who might five any aid 
bringing Sinn Fein offenders to book. 
The proclamation, in fact, declared 
the lives of policemén in the area 
forfeited. Of course, the Sinn Fein- 
ers considered that document as 
patriotic and holy as the American 
Declaration of Independence. 

The organization of Sinn Fein is 
admittedly one of physical force. 
The secret oath taken by members 
of the Irish republican army con- 
tains, according to numerous cop- 
ies in the possession of the Irish 
government, the following finale: 
“T resolve moreover to use physical 
force in attaining my enes and to 
persevere in this life‘resolve to the 
end of my life.”’ That passage alone 
makes every Sinn Feiner liable to 
arrest if the Irish govergment were 
“cruel” enough to modve against 
them. The fact that the govern- 
ment does not act until a specific 
offense is committed indicates to 
me that the government is indul- 
gent rather than arbitrarily harsh. 

Tipperary Proclamation, 

In addition to the Tipperary proc- 
lamation which stated that police- 
men, professional men or citizens 
who participated in running down 
Sinn Fein violators might be 
“hanged, drowned or shot at sight 
as common outlaws,” a Sinn Fein 
member of parliament, J. A. Burke, 
added to the gayety of the country 
by a speech for which he will be 
prosecuted when caught.

The average Sinn Feiner says he 
cannot see why meetings are broken 
up and proclaimed. ‘the reason is 
that at the present time, just as 
in the past when the rebellion was 
brewing and when recruiting and 
conscription were defeated, certain 
paid leaders harangued their listen- 
ers to resist the police, hide their 
arms, learn how to use them, obey 
their leaders and be prepared to fight 
and die to oust the government. 
The same aims of five years ago are 
held up for attainment. 

The most danverous phase of 
these meetings is the campaign 
against the police. To shoot police- 
men, attack barracks, raid for arms, 
seize explosives, arrange 7 illing 
plans, plot escapes from prisons and 
frame and circulate Sinn Fein 
preachments in eneral, require 
gatherings of leader#? and follow- 
ers. Therefore the police, with past 
experience and present-day. evi- 
dence, are instructed to prevent 
meetings where known leaders are 
to appear an@aé where an immedi- 
ate troubled situation warrants the 
belief that the malcontents of ihe 
neighborhood may hatch means of 
thwarting police and government 
measures. 

Method of Preventing Meetings. 

The method of preventing meet- 
ings is by “proclaiming” them. 
Sometimes a meé@ting is “proclamed” 
a long time in advance, especially 
if the police know it is coming and 
are able to gauge it® purpose. Som>- 
times they are “proclaimed” at 
short notice, which Sinn Fein | e- 
sents more deeply, but short notice 
is given only when the police are 
late in learnins of the character 
and time of meeting. Meetings ol! 
all varieties re proclaimed because 
Sinn Fein meetings are called under 
a great variety of names and pur- 
poses. Hurling r tches, singine 
contests, football games, aerid- 
heachts, and plain every-day gath- 
erings where men of Known Views 
are to appear or take part are 
usually ordered canceled when the 
immediate community is in an ex- 
cited mood.

hibited gathering there is generally 
trouble because the speakers uSt- 
ally defy the police, and 
standing together, endeavor 
thwart and harass them. There 
undeniably provocation on both 
sides. A half dozen policeme are 
not so bold that they care to pro- 
voke a crowd of several hundred to 
disorder. The police give thejr or- 
ders, which really sum their provo- 
cation. The crowd boohs, hisses 
and occasionally uses tones. Then 
the police do the best they can 
with their batons. I will describe 
some recent encounters in dispersal 
of proclaimed meetings, of which 
there are dozens every week. 

Mrs. Sheehy-fkeffington is one -f 
Sinn Fein'’s staunchest adherents 
and she spends her time in travel- 
ing over Ireland speaking to Sinn 
Fein meetings. Generally, the po- 
lice stop her, oftentimes they do 
not. It generally depends upon the 
temper and the immediate condition 
of public opinion in the area, 

While the police recently 
busy preventing a meeting of 
persons at a Roger Casement com- 
memoration session in Lurgan, 
County Antrim, Mrs. Sheehy-Skef- 
fington was unmolested two miles 
away at Crannash bridge. After 
the police proclaimed the first 
meeting many of the crowd fol- 
lowed their leaders over the County 
Down border to Kil~ore and held a 
meeting there until the police ar- 
rived. There were stones thrown 
and then there was a baton charge, 
but nothing vrerious, not even an 
arrest. But due to the police ac- 
tivity elsewhere Mrs. Sheehy-Skef- 
fington was able to deliver an im- 
Passioned appeal, according to all 
the Irish newspapers the next day, 
about challenging Carson and oust- 
ing Macpherson. She said the Ul- 
stermen should be treated as aliens, 
which {s not punishable from a 
south of Ireland point of view. Thon 
she asserted that the chief secre- 
tarv had told some south of Treland 
unionists that his remedy for JIre- 
land was “forcible emieation.” that 
there were 91,000 young men_ too 
many in the country, and that 
when the ports are opened he 
would do his best to foree them 
into exile. 

Aside from whether Mr. Macpher- 
son made that remark (he told me 
he did not) the fact remains that 
thousands of yeung Irishmen are 
lamenting the fact they cannot le’ ve 
Ireland. The emirration bars have 
been up during the war, wit" the 
result that about fifty thousand 
Irishmen per year (that hein~ the 
average for years before the war) 
have been required to stay in Ire- 
land. Any number of Irishmen told 
me they wanted to get to America, 
that America was their and their 
friends’ life ambition. When Mrs. 
Sheehv-Skeffington arrived at Cas- 
tlenollard, County Westmeath. she 
found that her advertised meeting 
had been proclaimed. It was not a 
result of the one I described above. 
for the two were widely separated 
in time. Before she arrived in Cas- 
tlepollard the police gave copi2s o 
the proclamation against the adver- 
tised meeting to the local leaders 
of Sinn Fein, but they refused to 
accept them. When she reached the 
town she was welcomed by a crowd 
of Irish volunteers, who conducted 
her to the city square, where speak- 
ing began. The district insnector 
went to the scene and told the lead-

Sheehy-Skeffneton attended wis 
that at Kilbeggan, Westmeath, 
early in August. ‘“he meeting was 
proclaimed in advance, but the pro- 
moters decided to hold it anyway. 
Whereupon the police went to the 
aeridheacht, and District Inspector 
Carlvsle notified her, while she was 
speaking, that she would have to 
stop. She refused to do so. The 
district inspector said he was sorrv 
to interrupt the meetnge, but that it 
could not be permitted. ‘“\Who are 
you?” Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington 
asked. When he told her she re- 
plied, “You have shown what mili- 
tarw rule in Ireland is like.” 

The district inspector interrupted 
to sav that he must recuest her to 
stop talking, but she replied stern- 
lv. “I am talking to you.” When 
one of Carlvsle’s men approached 
the stand she exclaimed, “Here is 
another competent military author- 
ity.” Then she stated. si ould 
take no orders except from Com- 
mandant McGuinness. of the TJrisch 
Volunteers. The district insnector

Described by Dr. Neilson’ HELD} FOR $300,000 


"Is patriotism enough?’ Dr. W. 
A. Neilson, president of Smith col- 
lege, asked the members of the 
Southern Alumnae association of the 
college in Egleston hall yesterday 


afternoon. 

Dr. Neilson spoke at length on 
the lessons learned from the great 
war. Almost 100 per cent of the 
Atlanta women who attended the 
college were present and listened 
closely to the lecture of one of 
America’s foremost philosophers. He 
was introduced by Clark Howell, 
editor of The Constitution. 

“Germany,” he said, “has appar- 
ently, in good faith, readjusted her- 
self to democracy after completely 
overthrowing her autocracy, while 
we are indifferently holding up ac- 
tio non our obligations, not only to 
ourselves, but to the balance of the 
world, by refusing to take definite 
action on the peace treaty. 

Europe Is Suffering. 

“While the senators are talking, 
mankind in Europe !s undergoing iIn- 
tolerable suffering and will natu- 
rally continue to suffer until the 
treaty is disposed of and this coun- 
try is put into a position where it 
can assume its proper attitude to- 
ward the rest of the world. When 
entered this war we assumed a

Famous Westerfield Collec- 
tion of Old English Clocks 
Is on Market.

It was customary

Equation clocks were more pon- 
ular in France than in England, 
where people seemed to have more 
readily accepted the average or 
mean time shown on the clock, even 
to the discomfiture of the sun dial. 

An arched addition to the dial, 
made in the early years of the 18th 
century, was utilized to exhibit the 
equation of time register. Among 
purposes to which the arch 
was dedicated may be mentioned a 
seconds indicator, a calendar of the 
days of the week and symbols cor- 
responding thereto, a register of 
the days of the month or the age 
of the moon and a lever to quiet the 
striking apparatus when desired. Of 
moving objects in the arch of the 
dial. the most popular in the 
Wetherfield collection is the fa- 
miliar painted face of the moon, 
as pursuing her course 
throughout a lunation as nearly 
aceurate as possible. Sometimes 
there is a rotating globe to repre- 
sent the moon. More amibitious 
ficures, such as ships toss- 
ing at sea and dancing marionettes, 
occasionally indulged in, 
more popular among Dutch 
makers than among English. 
Plain Faces Favored. 

The brass dials of some of the 
earlier of the long-cased clocks in 
Mr. Wetherfield’s collection were 
engraved after the stvle of the lan- 
tern face, but this style of decora-

Compared with these early clocks, 
the modern hour hand and minute 
hand is crudely simple.

Incidental to the celebration of 
Armistice Day, November 11, 1918, 
the state-wide movement to estab- 


lish some form of memorial to the 
memories of the 1,700 young Geor- 


gians who laid down their lives on 
the altar of democracy in France, 
which has been under discussion 
during the past year, will be given 
impetus at ‘a great patriotic mass 
meeting to be held in the Audito- 
rium under the auspices of the 
Georgia memorial commission. 

Judge Andrew J. Cobb, of Athens, 
chairman of the commission which 
was appointed by Governor Dorsey 
last April; Mrs. Samuel Inman, vice 
chairman, and Eugene R. Black, 
member of the executive board of 
the commission, have the arrange- 
‘ments for the meeting in hand, 
which i8 guarantee sufficient that 
' the occasion will be of more than 
ordinary significance. 


That the chief orator of the even- 
ing will be Governor Bickett, of 
North Carolina, is additional proof 
that aii who attend will be well 
_ repaid, since Governor Bickett, be- 
side being one of the most in- 
‘ tensely loyal and patriotic of the 
7 forty-eight war governors, ranks as 
a platform speaker of nation-wide 
prominence. 

The Auditorium should be crowd- 
. ed to capacity upon this significant 
occasion, not, however, by citizens 
in quest only of personal entertain- 
| ment or edification, but by those 
who are impelled by patriotic mo- 
tives and b? a desire to play their 
part in the great movement to 


which this meeting is intended to 
give tangible form. 


Georgia and Georgians have no 
higher obligation than that they 
uwe to the memory of the boys 
: who brought imperishable honor 
and credit to the state by their 
heroic sacrifices in defense of hu- 
manity on foreign battlefields. 

Certainly in this day of unprece- 
| dented prosperity the establishment 
of some form of imperishable me- 
morial appropriate to the memory 
of those boys, and in commemora- 
tion of their heroic deeds, is little 
enough for the citizenship of this 
state.to do. 

The fact that such distinguished 
and useful citizens as Governor, Dor- 
sey, Judge Cobb, Mrs. Inman, Mr. 
| Black, and their many equally en- 
| thusiastic associates, are willing to 
' devote their time and energies to 
the furtherance of this work is it: 
self sufficient proof of its impor- 
tance, and enough to impress upon 
all a sense of obligation to help it 
along to successful and creditable 
- fulfillment. 


PRINCETON’S EXAMPLE, 


In announcing a general increase 
in the salaries of its professors and 
teachers, effective immediately, 
Princeton university has set an ex- 
ample that should be followed by 
every educational institution in the 
country, for in not one of them, it 
is safe to say, are the instructors 
being paid full value for their serv- 
iees. 

From this time on, acoording to 
the Princeton announcement, no in- 
structo. who nas been on the staff 
of the university for one year or 
more will receive less than $1,500; 
an w apy of them could have 


' —- 


kept soul and body together, and 
clothing on their backs, during the 
last year or two with less than that 
is something that it would be hard 
to make the ordinary hod carrier or 
janjtor understand. 


As a matter of fact, few hod 
carriers or janitors have them- 
selves done it, for the reason that 
they have refused to work for any 
such remuneration, and so they got 
more. And in paying them more 
the public has put itself in the atti- 
tude of placing a higher value upon 
the services of the man who car- 
ries brick and mortar and of the 
servant who sweeps the floors and 
stokes the furnace than upon those 
of the men and women whose pro- 
fessional calling is to teach and di- 
réct the minds of the rising genera- 
tion. 


Because of the tardiness on the 
part of the public in commensu- 
rately valuing and rewarding the 
services of its educators there is 
already a noticeable scarcity of ef- 
ficient teachers, both in our ~ublic 
schools and . the colleges and uni- 


versities of the country. 


When the school year opened last 
September the fact was made al- 
most startlingly apparent that the 
field of commerce, of industry, and 
even that of day labor, offers finan- 
cial inducements so far above those 
held out by school commissions 
and boards of trustees that in thou- 
sands of instances experienced, 
tried and fully capable educators 
had forsaken the schoo' room for 
some other means of ‘ivelihood, and 
in mst cases out of sheer necessity 
in order to do justice by themselves 
and their families. 


As a consequence the vacancies 
had, wheréver possible, to be filled; 
and with the employing boards this 
process resolved itself not into a 
question of selection from among 
applicants, but of going out and 
finding some one to do the work. 

And the result in many of our 
insti’utions, public and private, 
children are under the direction of 
teachers who are not up to the 
standard. 

One thing is certain, and that is 
that if we do not raise the standard 
of teachers’ pay to a point that will 
call to that work men and women 
of ability and fitness, the price we 
shall have to pay for our negligence 
will be a mighty dear one! 


AN EFFECT OF THE WAR. 


The forthcoming election in 
France will be the first since the 
overthrow of the empire in 1870 
in which no attack will be made 
upon the republican form of gov- 
ernment by royalists or imperial- 
ists. 


According to 
Press dispatches— 

Imperialists have virtually disap- 
peared from politics and the royal- 
ists have given up their demand for 
the return of the Duke of Orleans 


to become king of France. 

Even the duke himself, it is re- 
ported, has asked his friends and 
former supporters to “refrain from 
a campaign against the existing or- 
der of things,” and s0 we may con- 
clude that imperialism in France is 
definitely at an end. 


This does not mean that the 
French election will be free from 
contest, for there are widely diver- 
gent differences of political opinion 
throughout the republic, and issues 
are being stubbornly and heatedly 
fought out “on the stump.” The 
main dispute is between the ex- 
tremely radical element—the so0- 
cilalists—and the republicans, which 
is the conservatively democratic 
element; and reports indicate that, 
while the latter probably will win 
handily, its victory will not be a 
“landslide.” 

But the most gratifying feature 
of the campaign is that the old 
year-after-year battle of ballots to 
re-establish a monarchical form of 
government is dead.

This unquestionably is one of the 
effects of the great war against 
Prussian imperialism, in which 
France had such a narrow escape 
from annihilation. 


The war evidently left the French 
people in no. mood to temporize 
with imperialistic sentiment in any 
form; and the Orleans partisans 
probably saved themselves much 
disappointment, if not worse, by 
taking careful note of the hand- 
writing on the wall before the cam- 
paign was put under way. 


BETTER THAN GOLD. 


In this day of money-getting and 
frenzied clamor after the almighty 
dollar, when a man quit. a $10,000 
job to accept a pastorship payin; 
only $2,500 a year because he @éels 
that “there are some things better 
than gold’’—as was done a few days 
ago in Chicago—his act stands out 
like a flowering yucca on a desert 
waste. 


It encourages one to take heart 
anew, and inspires renewed confi- 
dence in the hearts of men; indeed, 
it is refreshing and gladdening to 
know that the country may boast 
at least one man whose life and in- 
terests are not centered in selfish 
aggrandizement and whose whole 
ambitions are not besmirched with 
the dollar sign. 

The man is Stuart B. Edmondson, 


for eighteen years a preacher, who 
for some time has been a district

in Chicago, at a salary of $10,000 a: 
year, and who has resigned his 
business position to become pastor 
of a little church that can pay him 
only $2,500. 

In announcing his renunciation of 
a business career in favor of the 
pulpit, Mr. Edmondson gave three 
reasons for accepting a job that 
pays him $7,500 a year less than he 
has been receiving— 3 


“1. Love of little children. A 
preacher knows boys and girls of his 
congregation from the timethey are 
babies to the time he marries them. 


A preacher can mold their character 
and help them to become fine, up- 


right citizens. 

“2. In the pulpit I will get a 
chance to serve people in need of 
spiritual help. 

“3. There’s a need for a new 
church. A church should be the 
most important institution in the | 
community. It should be a power- 
ful influenc: in politics; should cen- 
gor dancing and ‘movies’; bring the 
working man back to the church, I 
think the church’s job today is to 
solve the industrial situation. Out 
at Lake Forest I am going to take 
advantage of the spirit of giving 
and service engendered by the war; 
I am going to use that wonderful 
spirit in uplifting our own peo- 
ple.” 

Consciousness of striving toward 
and helping to attain those humane 
and constructive ends is one of the 
things that this humble follower of 
the Nazarene considers “better than 
gold;” and he is right! 


There are many things in this 
life that are more precious than 
gold! 

Making oneself useful to one’s 
fellows; serving and bringing glad- 
ness and hope into the hearts of 
others; striving daily to make peo- 
ple happy and good, and living in 
such a way as to make one’s life 
an inspiration to the little children 
about one, and so as to be remem- 
bered after death by what one did 
in life to make the world better and 
brighter and more joyful, rather 
than by any accumulation of world- 
ly goods— 

Indeed, there are a thousand and 
one things in this world that are 
better than gold! 


THE DEADLY PISTOL. 


Almost daily the news dispatches 
carry reports of the commission of 
murders and murderous assaults in 
the south, and with few exceptions 
the deadly, ever-ready, hip-pocket 
pistol figures in connection with 
such tragedies. 

A few days ago, for instance, a 
citizen of Atlanta killed another 
with a pistol he had but recently 
purchased from a local dealer, and 
with the mechanism of which the 
slayer afterward declared he was 
totally unfamiliar. Not only did he 
kn_-w nothing about handling a pis- 
tol, he said, but he could give no 
reason for having provided himself 
with one, except that he “just took 
a notion to buy a gun.” 

The other day, according to a 
news report from Americus, a citi- 
zen dining in a restaurant took of- 
fense at somebody because he had 
ordered a chicken gizzard that was 
not brought to him. He went to 
the kitchen, got into a wrangle with 
the help, and “drew his revolver 
and poured five bullets into the 
body of the negro cook.” 

It makes no difference, of course, 
where or how this man procured 
his murderous weapon; but the fact 
that he might have bought it in al- 
most any hardware store or pawn 
shop in Georgia, and with as little 
difficulty as would be experienced 
in bargaining for a cheap watch or 
a carpenter's hand-saw! 

All that is necessary for anybody 
—man or woman, white or black, 
drunk or sober, angry or cheerful, 
demented or sane—to buy one of 
these instruments of death and 
crime is to walk into the dealer's 
place of business, select the weapon 
desired, hand over the price, and if 
the shop-keeper is in an obliging 
frame of mind he will “throw in” 
gratis a round of ammunition! 

If there is a hot-tempered, irre- 
sponsible white man or negro walk- 
ing our streets or riding upon the 
highways of Georgia without cne of 
these accursed “grave-fillers” con- 
cealed about his person, ready for 
instant use on the spur of the mo- 
ment or upon an impulse of passion, 
it is solely because he does not 
want one, or else because he hasn’t 
the necessary dollar or two that it 
takes to buy one in the open 
market.

He has mastered every situation 
to which he has been assigned, al- 
ways conducting himself in a man- 
ner that denoted the strength and 
capability of the man. No wonder 
he has so fully won the hearts of 
all who have been associated with 
him either as subordinates or as co- 
workers.

World's Mightiest River 


Recent reports of seamen concern- 
ing the present excessive tempera- 
ture of the waters of the gulf 


steam, to which some experts at- 
tribute the heat wave along the At- 
lantic coast, prompted the National 
Geographic society to issue a bul- 
letin concerning this mighty cur- 
rent, ° 

The bulletin, based on a commu- 
nication from Rear Admiral John E. 
Pillsbury, U. S. N., president of the 
National Geographic society and the 
world’s foremost authority on the 
gulf stream, follows: 


“The gulf stream is probably the 
grandest and most mighty of any 
terrestrial phenomenon, Its waters 


are characterized by a deep indigo 
blue color of great’clearness and 
high temperature. It can be pene- 
trated by the eye to considerable 
depths, and generally its meeting 
with less se polar waters can 
be at once distinguished. 

“It is difficult for the mind to 
grasp the immensity of this great 
ocean river. The Straits of Florida 
at its narrowest point is about 40 
miles wide. A calculation of the 
average volume of water passing in 
one hour gives the enormous sum of 
ninety billion tons. If this one sin- 
gle hour’s flow of water could be 
evaporated the remaining salts 
would require many times more 
than ajl the ships in the world to 
carry it. 


“When one is on board a vessel, 
floating upon its waters, one is not 
as much impressed at the power and 


grandeur of this wonder of nature 
as he is when he stands before a 
towering mountain, an immense ice- 
berg or a fall of water such as Ni- 
agara, but when one remembers that 
the mighty torrent, speeding on 
hour by hour and day by day ina 
volume equal to all the largest riv- 
ers in the world combined, carrying 
its beneficent heat to temper the 
climate of continents, one begins to 
realize that of all the forces of the 
physical world none can equal this 
one river of the ocean. 

“Ponce de Leon, while on his fa- 
mous search for the Fountain of 
Youth, made the discovery of this 


great stream. After his failure to 
find, on the coast of upper Florida, 
the means of cheating death, he 
turned to the southward and skirted 
the shore for hundreds of miles, thus 
stemming the current. 

“The name of ‘gulf stream’ was 
first suggested by Benjamin Frank- 
lin because it issues from the Gulf 


of Mexico. While it is only a part 
of the grand scheme of ocean cir- 
culation, and the Gulf of Mexico is 
in reality only a stopping place, as 
it were, for its waters, this name is 
generally applied to the current now 
as it was given by Franklin—that is. 
the current coming from the Gulf 
of Mexico and spreading abroad over 
the North Atlantic. 


“The theories as to the cause of 
ocean currents have been many. 


“Franklin's theory, which has 
many advocates at the present day, 
was that the winds produce the cur- 
rent by the air moving over the 
surface of the water, and he illus- 
trated this theory by the following: 
‘It is known that a large piece of 
water, 10 miles broad and generally 


only 3 feet deep, has by a strong 
wind had its water driven to one 
side and sustained so as to become 
6 feet deep, while the windward side 
was laid dry.’ As will be seen later, 
this is a well-taken example of the 
force of the wind in causing the 
gulf stream, but it does not quite 
show the whole of the truth. 


“In the tropical regions there is a 
steady movement of the air from 


east to west known as the trade 
winds. South of a certain line situ- 
ated near the equator these winds 
flow from a southwesterly direction, 
while north of the equator’ they 
come from amore northeasterly di- 
rection. The winds are not al:vavs 
strong, nor are they constant in di- 
rection, but they do not vary much, 
and then only for brief periods. 
“Winds blowing over the surface 
of the water induce a current in 


the latter due to friction. At first 
it is only the merest skim that 
moves, but gradually the motion is 
communicated from layer to laver 
until at last, if the wind is long con- 
tinued as in the trade wind region, 
the movement extends to lower 
depths, 300 or 400 fett, or perhaps 
more. 

“These trade wind currents meet 
finally, the partial barrier of the 


isldnds forming the eastern part of 
the Caribbean, and a portion of the 
flow escapes through the passages 
between them. From here it con- 
tinues its course across that sea un- 
til it reaches the obstruction of the 
Honduras and Yucatan coasts, from 
which it escapes by the easiest route, 
which is into the Gulf of Mexico. 
“It has been found, however, that 
the water entering the Caribbean by 
this means is not more than one-half 
of the amount which flows through 
the Straits of Florida from the Gulf 
of Mexico, and the other half is 
supplied from a source which does 
not come under the head of a meas- 
urable current. The other source is 
the wave caused by the wind. Every 
ripple carries a certain amount of 
water in the direction toward which 
it is flowing, irrespective of the cur- 
rent caused by its friction, and when 
the waves become large, tons of 
water are hurled from the crest 
into the trough every time the wave 
breaks. : 


“In a large area like the Carib- 
bean, having a comparatively con- 


stant wind blowing over its whole 
surface, this action is practically a 
simultaneous movement of its sur- 
face waters to the westward and a 
continual escape of the water heaped 
up at the obstruction offered bv the 
land into the Gulf of Mexico, 
through the Straits of Florida, and 
into the Atlantic. 


“The gulf stream would be little 
felt on the coast of Europe did it 


not receive a great addition to its 
volume of heat when en route. This. 
is by means of a gentle flow from 
the northeast trade wind current 
that passes outside the Caribbean 
islands and the Bahamas. The sur- 
face temperature of this outside 
current is about the same in its 
passage along the West Indian 
islands as the gulf stream in the 
Straits of Florida, but it is less vio- 
lent in its movements and there is 
less intermingling of its upper and 
lower waters, so that it arrives off 
Cape Hatteras with a much higher 
temperature than that of the more 
turbulent gulf stream.”

| Ekaterinoslav: Boom City of Russia | 


Washington, October 25.—Ekater- 
inoslav, where the bolsheviki evacu- 
ation was accompanied by wholesale 
executions of more than a thousand 
citzens, according to reports which 
have just reached the United States, 
is the subject of the following bul- 
letin from the Washington head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society: 

“Once there stood on the banks 
of the Dnieper, some 650 miles 
southwest of Moscow, and just above 
the deep fissures and whirling rap- 
ids of the region where that river 
struggles through granite barriers, 
a Polish castle. The Cossacks de- 
stroyed it. : 

“A hundred years later, toward 
the end of the eighteenth century, 
another castle stood there, which 
had much to do with the history of 
Ekaterinoslav and with Russia it- 
self. Until the beginning of the 
world war that castle still was 
standing and was used as a palatial 
club for the nobility. 

Palace of Potemkin. 

“Originally that club was the 
palace of Potemkin, a Russian Wal- 
ter Raleigh, who won the favor of 
Catherine II. by handing her a plume 
on the day she detroned her hus- 
band, kept in her graces by main- 
taining a ‘social lobby’ for lavish 
and bizarre entertainments, died 
of eating a whole fowl when he 
had a high fever, and was buried 
in a pretentious tomb only to have 
his bones thrown on a scrap heap 
when Paul succeeded Catherine. 

“To tickle the vanity of his royal 
mistress, Potemkin arranged that 
she should found the city adjoining 
his estate, and that it should bear 
her name. So happily chosen was 
the location that, though the city 
is less than 150 years old, it ranks 
among the first ten cities of Rus- 
sia in population. 

“Ekaterinoslay stands in the midst 
of the ‘government,’ or district, of 


the same name, which not only 


lies in the fertile “black soil’ grain- 
producing region which the Ger- 
mans coveted so strongly during 
the war, but there also are rich de- 
posits of iron and coal. The Dnie- 
per drains a wooded area down 
which timber is floated until it 
reaches tkatérinoslav, which be- 
came a timber center because it is 
the last station before the rapids 
and twisting of the river farther 
south. Besides grain and timber, 
wool also were marketed there. 


200,000 Inhabitants. 

“Busy as it was, and large as it 
was, for Russia, with its 200,000 in- 
habitants, Ekaterinoslay seemed sin- 
guglarly devoid of distinctive or 
picturesque features. It has grown 
like an American boom city, for fifty 
years ago it had less than 20,000 
people. One may imagine that pro- 
vincial Russian cities had their in- 
conveniences for the traveler when 
it is recalled that, since the days 
of our civil war, certain city fathers 
of Moscow opposed street lights be- 
cause, they said, it was the duty of 
citizens to carry their lanterns with 
them by night. Ekaterinoslav lays 
within the ‘Jewish pale’ of the czar’s 
regime and a forth of the inhabi- 
tants were Jews. 

“The broad Cathtrine prospekt, a 
bronze statue, and other reminders 
are to be found in the same city of 
that strange German woman who 
was elevated by the intrigues of 
Frederick the Great, espoused her 
adopted Russia so devoutly that she 
begged the court doctor to bleed the 
German blood from her veins, formed 
her cabinet of her lovers and yet 
ruled Russia so acceptably that her 
Public acts won the praise of many 
historians while her private life 
furnished constant scandal for the 
courts of Europe to gloat over. 
There is a suggestion of the ‘Nicky- 
Willy’ correspondence of recent 
fame in her letters to Frederick 
William II, whom she addressed 
as ‘Brother G,’ and of the mysterious 
influence of the latter-day Rasputin 
in the methods by which Potemkin 
remained political master of Cath- 
erine long after she had cegsed fo 
be his royal mistress.”

How recent was our experience 
in the matter of trusts! When the 
people saw the genuine danger of 
unlimited combinations of capital, 
in a political panic, they denied to 
capital the fundamental right of 
collective bargaining.

Just Before Beginning | 
Offensive at Craonne| 


Platean.

@peaking in the French chamber 
the other day, M. Painleve, who 
preceded Clemenceau as president of 
the council and thus, prime minister 
of France and had been minister of 
war in the Ribot cabinet and minis- 
ter of inventions in the Briand cab« 


net, made a sensational statement 
of the truth concerning the Nivelle 


failure of 1917, which resulted in 
the temporary disorganization of the 
French army, the summary remov- 
al of Nivelle and a long political 
and military controversy. 

It was alleged by Nivelle’s friends 
and the story was published first 
in America, that French politicians 
had become panic-stricken at the 
losses incurred by Nivelle in the 
first two days of his operations and 
that these politicians, members of 
the French chamber of deputies, suc- 
ceeded in having the attack stopped 
and Nivelle removed at the precise 
moment when the German lines were 
crumbling and a supreme victory 
was in sight. It was further ar- 
gued that Nivelle was handicapped 
by some failure of Sir Douglas Haig, 
the British commander-in-chief, to 
co-operate with the French. 

The story was probably the most 
sensational in the whole history of 
military operations during the war, 
consequently, when I went to France 
last winter, I sought eagerly to find 
out exactly what had occurred. As 
to any failure on the part of Sir 
Douglas Haig, the story seemed in- 
herentlyinaccurate, because in Feb- 
ruary, 1917, I lunched with the Brit- 
igh chief at his old headquarters at 
Montreuil sur Mar, and at that time 
he spoke of Niville, who had only 
recently taken over command, with 
real enthusiasm and in tones which 
revealed his entire sympathy with 
Nivelle’s known determination to 
abandon Joffre’s “nibbling,” and un- 
dertake a real aggressive campaign. 

Through the courtesy of certain 
French friends I was able to make a 
careful and satisfactory examina- 
tion of the still secret documents 
and facts in the Nivelle case and 
to talk with men who were both 
informed and entirely reliable. The 
results of the investigation, which 
are no longer subject to restraint, 
since M. Painleve and M. Briand 
have ‘opened the subject in the 
French parliament, I now present to 
my readers and my impression is 
that they have never hitherto been 
printed in full either in the United 
States or France. 

The circumstances which led to 
Nivelle’s selection were unusual. It 
had become clear that Joffre must 
go, following the comparative fail- 
ure of that Somme campaign of 1916, 
on which Briand, who, as prime min- 
ister, supported Joffre against at- 
tack, had depended to supply the 
necessary victory to restore Joffre’s 
shaken prestige. The natural choice 
was Petain, and the world not un- 
reasonably expected that the savior 
of Verdun would succeed the victor 
of the Marne. 

Hard to Replace Joffre. 

But getting rid of Joffre was no 
easy matter, the ministry was ex- 
ceedingly fearful about it and to 
replace Joffre by Petain meant to 
add insult to injury, for Chantilly, 
that is French G. H. Q., had seen 
the rise of the new man with natu- 
ral, if censurable heart-burnings. 
The removal of Joffre promised to 


be far easier, if the selection of a, 


guccessor did not put Petain in his 
old chief’s place. 

In addition, Petain, despite his 
great qualities, has more than a 
suggestion about him of our own 
General Sherman. He has a sharp 
tongue and despite his habitual taci- 
turnity, has said things about poli- 
ticlans, French and foreign, and 
about soldiers, French and allied, 
which are not unlike the famous and 
caustic comment of Clemenceau, 
himself. With the French politi- 


cians he was so unpopular that it 
was easy for Briand to pass over 
him and difficult to choose him! 
Next to Petain, Foch seemed to 
the outside world the logical choice. 
He had been Joffre’s most brilliant 
lieutenant in the Marne, he had 
won the battle of the Yser and had 
commanded the French troops in the 
then recent battle of the Somme. 
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Aside from Foch and  Petain, 
Nivelle was, perhaps, the logical 
man. He had served with distinc- 
tion under Petain at Verdun and 
had succeeded him, when Petain was 
promoted to command a group of 
armies. While he commanded at 
Verdun, the two successful opera- 
tions which retook the forts. had 
been made, although they had, in 
reality been planned by Petain. 

There was, in addition, the belief, 
wholly correct, that the coming of 
Nivelle to the supreme command 
would mean more aggressive ac- 
tion, While Petain was known to 
be hostile to any great and expen- 
Sive gambles, 

With the politicians Nivelle was 
popular. To the statesmen of Brit- 
ain as well as of France he out- 
lined stupendous conceptions with 
a coldness of manner and a calm- 
ness which captivated his auditors. 
In all ways he must be regarded 
as one of the remarkable figures 
of the conflict. He brought to Brit- 
ish and French rulers, moreover, a 
colossal plan, with a guarantee of 
inevitable success, at the precise 
moment when immediate and de- 
cisive military victory had become a 
matter of life and death, because 
of the submarine situation. 

At Verdun, Nivelle had seen Pe- 
tain accomplish striking results by 
carefully calculated estimates of the 
true relation between the forces 
available and the possibilities of the 
Situation, in other words, by Nm- 
ited Operations designed to reach 
local objectives. Nivelle now pro- 
posed to repeat on a front between 
Rheims and Arras what Petain had 
done on a three or four miles’ front 
on the Meuse heights. When he 
came to Paris for the first time, he 
told his amazed hearers the ques- 
tion was not one of short distances, 
that if his plans were put in opera- 
tion, the question and the sole qgues- 
tion would be whether the Germans 
would halt at the Meuse fr the 
Rhine, 4 

A Gigantic Sedan. 

_Nivelle’s plan envisaged a grgan- 
tic Sedan. Two groups of French 
armies, one commanded by Franchet 
d'Esperey and operating west of the 
Oise, the other led by Micheler and 
Stretching along the Aisne, were 
to advance east and north, respec- 
tively, breaking the German lines 
and enveloping vast German forces, 
With consequent captures of hun- 
dreds of thousands of German 
troops and innumerable cannon. 

In Nivelle’s conception, the whole 
western front was to be ruptured 
and the war won. In his opening 
conversations Nivelle told the fas- 
Cinated public men, who were his 
audience, not merely that his armies 
would arrive at Laon on the second 
day at dawn precisely, but also that 
he had prepared a time table for an 
advance to the Meuse. Twenty-four 
hours after the first attack had been 
launched, the exploitation would be- 
&in and on the third day war in the 
open, war of movement would re- 
commence, 

_As this great operation for the 
liberation of northern France could 
not succeed without the full co-op- 
eration of the Britfsh, Haig’ con- 
Sented that Nivelle should exercise 
Supreme command over the British 
4S well as the French armies, with 
the single limitation that when the 
battle had terminated—and Haig 
was to decide this point—full free- 
aqom of command should return to 
the British field marshal. In the 
first hours of this exercise of com- 
mand Nivelle got into difficulties 
because of the brusqueness of his 
orders to the British, but the inci- 
dent was later politely forgotten. 

Upon the British, quite as much 
as the French, Nivelle made a great 
impression. It is not true that Brit- 
ish influence had contributed to his 
appointment. The selection was en- 
tirely a French matter. Still his 
mother had been English and he 
spoke the language with a certain 
fluency, much exaggerated at the 
time. His success with the British 
was due rather to his manner, to 
the distinction of his bearing, to the 
plausibility of his statements. Thus 
We carried the British with him, 
and Haig, after preliminarv  ob- 
jections, willingly and loyally en- 
listed as a subordinate in Nivelle’s 
campaign. Moreover, for Nivelle 
himself, Haig acquired a real ad- 
miration, and to those who talked 
with him.in this period, he spoke of 
Nivelle’s fighting spirit in words of 
unqualified praise. 


Fatal Indisrcetions. 

No sooner had Nivelle taken com- 
mand than the very firmness of his 
faith in the success of his plan led 
him to amazing and fatal indiscre- 
tions. By January his orders out- 
lining his great strategic concep- 
tion had been issued and transmit- 
ted down to the very commanders 
of companies. By February every 
Village in France, no matter how 
small, knew of the coming of the 
spring offensive and knew that it 
would be directed against the Cra- 
onne plateau; that they knew the 
Germans were equally prompt to 
discover. Preserving a certain ele- 
ment of common _ sense, Nivelle 
first invited Petain to com- 
mand a group of armies whose 
mission it was to storm the 
Craonne plateau. Petain promptly 
pointed out the disproportion  be- 
tween the task and the resources. 
He did not believe the great plan 
would succeed; he said so, and, as 
a result, one of his three armies 
was taken from his command and 
given to Micheler. Petain was 
thenceforth ignored. 

Meantime conditions changed. The 
Russian revolution broke out. It 
became clear that Russia was out 
of the war for the time being. This 
collapse brought paralysis to the 
Italain offensive, which was plan- 
ned to coincide with the attack on 
the western front, since it was clear 
that Italy would now have to bear 
the weight of Austrian troops, which 
would be transferred from the Rus- 
sian to the Venetian front. Joffre’s 
original conception, which fixed No- 
vember 16, 1916, as the day for 
offensive, included 
as an essential condition attacks by 
the Russians and by the Italians. 
Nivelle’s plan had presupposed the 
same element, but now the Russians 
and the Italians were out of the 
reckoning. 

More than this, in the first days 
of February the Germans suddenly 
began their great retreat. Slowly 
at first, rapidly later, they drew 
out of their positions on the Somme. 
They evacuated precisely those lines 
against which a great offersive 
might have been launched with some 
hope of success. 

On March 4, before the German 
retreat had become general or con- 
siderable, Franchet d’'Esperey ap- 
pealed to Nivelle for permission to 
attack at once as the enemy was 
about to retreat. Nivelle answered 
on March 7—after a three-day de- 
lay—that a German retreat was in- 
conceivable since the Germans had 
so strongly forfeited their positions 
surrounding Roye; but on the day 
after the Nivelle dispatch reached 
Franchet d’Esperey, the Germans 
were out of Roye. Thereafter fol- 
lowed the retreat and pursuit until 
the Germans were well behind the 
Hindenburg line. 

Instead of an attack in circum- 
stances that Nivelle had planned, 
Franchet d’Esperey’s jarmies now 
found themselves beyond the glacis 
of desert twenty-five miles in width 
which was destitute of all means of 
communication confronting a posi- 
tion, to attack which would involve 
months of preliminary preparation 
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and the employment of formidable 
artillery, which could not be prought 
up for many weeks owing to the 
destruction of the roads. 

The great Nivelle plan had been 
comprehended in two formidable 
thrusts across the rear of the Ger- 
mans in positions from the Somme 
near Peronne to Rheims, but the 
Germans, by retiring, had thus 
avoided one of the two converging 
thrusts. Nivelle had envisaged at- 
tacks from two sides of a square 
and on one side an attack was 
henceforth impossible. 

This was not all. In addition, 
the Germans had reinforced their 
positions on the Craonne plateau so 
that where there had been two lines 
in December, there ere four in 
February, as Micheler ‘had reported. 
They had concentrated their artil- 
lery, elaborated the caverns and 
Erottos on the Aisne heights, mul- 
tiplied their concrete works and cre- 
ated.an almost impregnable position. 
At the same time they were work- 
ing on their Hindenburg line. 


No Hope of Success. 

Thus, by the middle of March, such 
chance of success as there had been 
for the Nivelle Plan, had vanished. 
The broad front had been narrowed 
by more than half; the remaining 
half had been sown with new de- 
fences, the German reserves releas- 
ed by the Russian revolution were 
already beginning to pour westward. 
Meantime, while the chances of suc- 
cess were thus rapidly disappear- 
ing, circumstances had combined to 
create expectations out of all pro- 
portion to the remaining possibili- 
ties. The retreat of the Germans, 
actually one of the most skilful 
pieces of strategy in the whole war, 
was represented to the French army 
and the French public as a flight— 
as the. beginning of the end—and 
the French soldiers were in a white 
heat of excitement. At the precise 
moment when the high command, 
Save for Nivelle and his immediate 
following, was unanimously’  con- 
vinced of the impracticability of the 
great plan, the army was filled with 
an optimism as dangerous as it was 
tremendous. Nivelle and the com- 
mon soldiers expected a supreme vic- 
tory, but the generals and even the 
lower officers recognized the like- 
lihood of a check with even greater 
losses than those of the Somme and 
with consequences of the morale of 
the army beyond estimate. 

From all these officers there now 
began to flow protests and at this 
moment the Briand cabinet fell. In 
the Ribot cabinet which succeeded 
M. Painleve, the new minister of 
war, promptly discovered the chaos 
existing in the army. The relations 
between Nivelle and his. subordi- 
nates were strained, these subor- 
dinates had lost confidence in their 
commander, Yet amidst this anarchy 
Nivelle’s assurance had grown be- 
yond belief. To those who warned 
him of the strength of the Craonne 
plateau and the change in the gen- 
eral sityation, he replied that he 
had the Craonne plateau in his 
pocket and the sole doubt was 
whether he would have to pause 
north of Laon, at the Serre, to re- 
organize his transport, before he 
pushed on to the Belgian frontier. 

The new ministry had now to 
consider the advisability of permit- 
ting any offensive, but the Russian 
revolution had made some operation 
necessary alike to help Russia, still 
apparently an ally, to prevent a 
withdrawal of German troops from 
the Russian front for use against 
Italy, which actually did occur in 
the fall with the resulting disaster 
of Caporotto. Finally the subma- 
rine campaign was becoming so 
Srave a peril that it threatened to 
win the war unless military suc- 
cess could retrieve naval failure. 

The ministry was satisfied that 
Nivelle’s grandiose plan could not 
Succeed, but it inclined to favor 
a lesser offensive, with limited ob- 
jectives, an attack which should 
be carefully planned and thus in- 
cur small losses while inflicting 
heavy casualties upon the enemy 
and achieving useful gains. Conceiv- 
ably the initial attack might result 
in Nivelle’s break through. If it did, 
well and good, then the operation 
might be expanded. This was the 
program of the government. As 
for Nivelle, he heard all warnings 
military and civilian with contempt, 
he believed in a supreme victory. 
At the moment of attack he showed 
the government maps, which I have 
seen, calling for an opening ad- 
vance of eight miles and this op- 
timism did not desert him, when 
25,000 French dead and five hundred 
yards of gain were the total profit 
of the first day of the offensive. 

On the strategic and tactical sides, 
therefore the prospect of a great 
victory had vanished long before 
the actual attack on April 16,1917. 
On the mechanical and technical 
sides the promise was even more 
dismal. Nivelle undertook to ex- 
pand Petain’s method, applied to 
four or five miles of enemy front 
into an attack on a front ten times 
as broad and he was not able to 
deal with so vast a problem, com- 
parable with that which was suc- 
cessfully handled by Ludendorff a 
year later. His armies were thus 
inadequately trained and the ways 
of communication were insufficient, 
While the medical service broke 
down. 

Other Causes. 

There were three other circum- 
sthances which contributed to the 
actual disaster, the weather, the 
folly of the command in the Fifth 
army and the failure of artillery, 
due, in part, at least, to weather 
conditions which made air observa- 
tion impossible. 

As to the first circumstance, the 
winter of 1917 was one of the 
roughest in half a century and the 
month of April was a time of snow 
and storm. The weather during 


the period of the actual battle was!) 


so bad that it was impossible for 
the infantry to follow the barrage 
of the artillery, the rapid-fire guns, 
machine guns and even the small 
arms of the soldiers were complete- 
ly put out of service. The infan- 
try threw away all its burdens, 
the black troops,. which had shown 
their value as shock units on a score 
of fields, lost three-quarters of their 
value because of the temperature. 

The second circumstance, the im- 
prudence in the Fifth army, amount- 
ed to the presentation of the enemy 
with the French plans. Three days 
before the battle a sergeant, carry- 
ing orders of operation indicating 
in detail the dispositions for the 
attack by three corps and the Rus- 
sians upon Fort Brimont was killed 
and his dispatch bag captured. Thus 
warned, the enemy reinforced the 
threatened points and subsequent 
French attack did not result in the 
gain of a foot, while the loss of 
the Seventh corps alone was 15,000 
men in four days. This blunder 
was duly reported to the French 
commander, and it should have led 
to the abandonment of the enter- 
prise. 

Finally, the artillery preparation 
was done very badly, ten days of 
bombardment resulted itn insuffi- 
cient reduction of en@émy works. 
Weather conditions contributed to 
this failure, but the chief cause was 
lack of munitions for so vast a 
front, itself based upon strong nat- 
ural obstacles multiplied by skilful 
engineers. 

In the face of all these circum- 
stances and confronting an almost 
unbelievable anarchy existing in the 
high command, but with an army 
fired bv the recent German re- 
treats, knowing that their comman- 
der expected to break the German 
line, Nivelle, still unshaken, an- 
nounced that he expected to succeed 
on the Craonne plateau. This an- 
nouncement was made to the gov- 
ernment after the first attack— 
that on St. Quentin—had been made 
on April 14 and had completely 
failed, thus dooming the whole en- 
terprise. Nevertheless, fixing his 
attack for the morning of the 16th, 
Nivelle repeated his familiar fore- 
cast that he would arrive in Laon 
at dawn on the 17th, and that his 
cavalry would reach La Fere by 
sunset on the same day. Brimont 
was to be taken in five hours by 
that envelopment from the north of 
which the Germans had been s0 
completely forewarned. 

The Attack Launched. 

Therefore, just one week after the 
British had brilliantly launched their 
offensive on Vimy ridge, but at,the 
precise moment when their advance 
had been pinned down, Nivelle 
launched his waiting armies. The 
armies of Mangin Mazel left their 
trenches at 6 o’clock in the morning 
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in the midst of a tempest of snow, 
rain, and wind. The aviation could 
not function, the artillery was de- 
pendent entirely upon ground ob- 
servation. It was in vain that the 
trench motars destroyed practically 
everywhere the first enemy line. An 
actual telescoping occurred with 
the mass of the German army, which 
had received and executed the or- 
der to die on its first line rather 
than yleld. 

Warned long in advance, the Ger- 
mans had no less than four lines, 
with a depth of eight miles. These 


lines were literally stuffed with)! 


light machine guns, hidden in the 
innumerable grottos and caverns of 
the porous cliffs. The French ar- 
tillery did not completely domi- 
nate the situation as all the instruc- 
tions of the high command had de- 
manded. The tanks, in a gallant 
attack near Pengavert, which was 
designed to clear the gap between 
the Craonne plateau and Brimont, 
nowhere reached the third line, 
which had been their objective. The 
French armies were compelled to 
halt after the first hours, and the 
unforeseen pause jammed and block- 
ed everything behind—organized for 
a great forward leap. This conges- 
tion and confusion of every sort 
still further aggravated the disap- 
pointment and disillusionment con- 
sequent upon a sharp check. All 
official records of the operations 
of the 16th and 17th of April, in both 
French armies, reveal with truly 
tragic monotony the essential fact 
that the complete check of the 
French attack was everywhere due 
to the multiplied use of enemy ma- 
chine guns, which had survived in- 
adequate bombardment. 

The machine guns had not been 
completely destroyed anywhere by 
artillery preparation and precisely 
this machine gunfire, after the first 
hours, stopped the advance and 
broke the spirit of the best fight- 
ing forces of the French army. Some 
thousands of these guns, well used 
and well placed, thus proved suffi- 
cient to check in full cry the for- 
ward sweep of many thousands of 
veteran infantry soldiers, confident 
of victory, and Americans will find 
food for reflection when they recall 
that. a little more than a year later, 
in the great battle of the Meuse- 
Argonne, their own soldiers, with 
even less adequate artillery support, 
wrestled with these same machine- 
gun problems and suffered casual- 
ties well in excess of those which 
sufficed to destroy the French of- 
fensive. 

On the morning of April 17, when 
Nivelle’s victorious troops should 
have arrived at dawn under the 
walls of Laon, they were actually 
only a few hundred yards from 
their starting place, holding with 
difficulty the second line of the 
Germans. All the plan for later 
intensive exploitation by Duchesnes 
army pressing through the gap be- 
tween Craonne and Brimont had 
crumbled into dust. Gains had been 
made, certainly not negligible; yet 
given the glowing forecasts of the 
commander-in-chief, it is easy

On April 21 Micheler informed 
Nivelle that it was now necessary 
to give up the fight. In this letter 
pointed out that there 
were only four divisions of infantry 
available in the reserves of the 
three armies combined, to deliver 
the attack which would achieve that 
prospective rupture which Nivelle 
still expected. This letter is an in- 
teresting document, in view of the 
later statement of Nivelle’s cham- 
pions that new French armies were 
ready to enter the fight. Micheler, 
in his letter, proposed also that 
local operations should be resumed 
on April 30, which should include 
an attack upon Brimont still later 
on. In accordance with this sug- 
gestion of Micheler, on April 22, 
there was considered, and decided 
in principle, the question of an en- 
ergetic resumption of the general 
battle in the form of partial offen- 
sives—designed to gain. both the 
Craonne plateau, in order to un- 
cover Laon, and the heights of 
Moronvillers, to unblock Rheims. 

In point of fact, despite the later 
fighting, which included the taking 
of the Moronvillers heights, but was 
marked by a new failure at Bri- 
mont, the Battle of Craonne was 
over on April 25. In ten days of 
terrible struggle the French army 
had been checked after a slight ad- 
vance, inconsiderable by comparison 
with the British progress before 
Arras; its fighting spirit had been 
broken; the soldiers recognized that 
they had been thrown against posi- 
tions unshaken by artillery prepa- 
ration: their confidence in their 
commander-in-chief was gone. They 
were defeated troops; no camou- 
flage, in reports of ground gained 
could disguise from these veteraus 
the fact that, having set out for 
Laon and La Fere, they had actually 
arrived only at the second and third 
lines of their foe. 

The Losses. 

As to losses. On May 13 Nivelle 
made a remarkable statement to the 
minister of war of his casualties 
between April 16 and 25. Therein 
he cited the number of the dead— 
whose deaths had witnessed By at 
least two people—as 15,500, and 
gave as missing 20,000, but only 
5.000 of these 20,000 were afterward 
reported as prisoners; so, in fact, 
the killed in the ten days’ fighting 
amounted to 30,000, while the other 
casualties approximated 70,000. The 
total loss was thus close to 100,000. 

Against this terrible butcher's 
bill Neville could show only minor 
gains, which nowhere imperilled the 
main fighting position of his foes. 
Capture of 23,090 prisoners, 175 can- 
non, 412 machine gunc and 119 
trench mortars. 

Nivelle’s grand offensive then had 
failed, and it was necessary for the 
British to prolong their costly and 
useless battle for many days to re- 
‘lieve the strain upon the beaten 
French army, in which now, for 
the first time, certain signs of de- 
moralization began to appear. Mean- 
time the government in Paris had 
been more and more alarmed by the 
size wf the casualty lists: by the 
ever-increasing protests from the 
officers; by the unmistakable de- 
moralization in the fighting forces, 
which was shown when veteran 
regiments. which had participated 
Victoriously and _ gloriously in a 
score of struggles, declined to ad- 
vance: and the minister of war was 
called upon to sign death warrants 
of French soldiers who refused to 
be murdered in the hopeless gamble 
of Nivelle. 

Real Crisis in May. 

In the first two weeks of May 
there was then a real crisis, in 
which Nivelle, having lost the con- 
fidence of the government, his lieu- 
tenants, ht» soldiers, still continued 
on the hopeless enterprise of break- 
ing the German line, until at last, 
on May 15, he was summarily re- 
moved and Petain was called upon 
to undertake the task of restoring 
the French army, as he had been 
called upon little more than a year 
earlier to save the situation at Ver- 
dun, after blunders had permitted 
the Germans ‘to, take Douaumont 
and almost overrun the last defen- 
sive position east of the Meuse 
river.

opinion of H. G. Hastings, widely 
Known planter and seedsman and 
head of the Southeastern Fair. He 
quoted figures gathered from au- 
thoritative sources to prove his 
contention. 

“Actual figures show that where 
cotton was allowed to mature slow- 
ly-and its cultivation was not 
pushed, the loss from the boll 
weevil has been from 50 to 75 per 
cent,” said Mr. Hastings. “But 
when the crop has’ been planted 
early and cultivated early and a 
good start backed up by fast work, 
the loss from the boll weevil has 
been only from 10 to 15 per cent.” 

Mr. Hastings has not hesitated to 
urge cotton planters to take every 
advantage possible of labor saving 
farm machinery. He has -pointed 
out the increasing cost of labor 
and the increasing scarcity of la- 
bor, a problem which the southern 
farmer must take steps to solve 
if he expects to make a profit from 
his land and his work. 

One of the most important pieces 
of labor saving machinery 
the cotton planter is the Lanham 
cotton chopper-cultivator, which 
was on exhibition at the Southeast- 
ern fair and which drew favorable 
comment from thousarfds of prac- 
tical farmers who examined it and 
handled it. The average farmer is 
not inclined to believe in the 
merits of a new machine until he 
has tried it out for himself, but it 
was noticed that the Lanham ma- 
chine proved an exception to. the 
rule. Fully 90 per cent of the 
practical farmers who examined it 


‘expressed themselves as convinced

cent were non-committal or ex- 
pressed a doubt that it would work 
well in their own rough and rocky 
fields, though conceding that its 
principle is right.

EDUCATION OF Tht 


STORE'S SALES FORCE 


BY JOHN J. COMMONS. 
Traveling Salesman, Freeport, Iil. 


While I'm waiting for the buyer 
or killing a little time before train 
time I generally find it interesting 
—occasionally instructive—to ob- 
serve the methods of clerks in mak- 
ing, or attempting to make, sales. 

I call on the hardware and house 
furnishing goods trade, and careful 
observation and many  heart-to- 
heart talks with the merchants and 
their clerks have convinced me that 
two things are necessary before the 
average retailer will “get any- 
where,” as far as prestige and pro- 
fits are concerned. 

These two things are— 

1.—The stocking of nationally-ad- 
vertised goods. 

2.—A more careful training of the 
sales force in selling points ana 
arguments—in other words, in 
salesmanship. 

They Don’t Really Know the Stock. 


It is unfortunate that the average 
a has only a superficial know- 
ledge of the goods he sells. This 
is Shethaiahnetes true regarding cer- 
tain high-grade merchandise han- 
dled by the hardware and house- 
furnishing goods dealers. 

In a certain large store where 
well-known brands of builders’ 
hardware, edge tools, cutlery, lawn 
mowers, refrigerators, paints ana 
kindred lines are carried, 1 was 
waiting for the manager to return 
from the phone. He had been ecall- 
ed there to explain to a complain-~ 
ing customer that an oil stove 
shouldn’t be condemned because it 
suddenly developed a tendency to 
smoke—especially since it had been 
used twelve months with entire sar- 
isfaction. The manager spent fuliy 
fifteen minutes in an endeavor to 
eonvince the customer that possibly 
the syrup which, she acknowledged, 
had boiled over and run into the 
burner, was probably the cause of 
the trouble. So I had an opportun!- 
ty to “size up” a few of his clerks. 

A man came. He looked like what 
we used to call a “tight one.” He 
had the air of a man in fear of be- 
ing slugged from behind. It de- 
veloped, however, that he wasn’t 
exactly in fear of hfis life, b@t he 
did want a lawn mover. I think he 
was a man of fair intelligence, but 
he wasn’t inclined to talk much~ 
possibly he hoped by being close 
mouthed to get a better bargain. 

Clerk Just Said: “Something?” 

A clerk approached with no 
more salutation that the one word 
“something?” The prospect said 
nothing, but advanced toward a 
raised platform where a dozen or 
more lawn mowers were on dis- 
play, and by his apparent interest 
in the machinés indicated that he 
was “in the market.” But still he 
refused to commit himself! One 
musn’t appear too anxious, you 
know. Better be sort of disinter- 
ested. It’s also better to be a lit- 
tle mean to the clerk, too~—makes 
‘em quote you a lower price. But 
finally the man whose front yard 
had needed a hair cut for several 
weeks, admitted grudgiagly to be 
sure, that he “wanted to see what 
they had in lawn mowers.” 

And they hard osme good ones. 
Two differen kinds of lawn mowers 
that have had thousands of dollars 
spent in advertising them in the 
newspapers and magazines. [ just 
happened to know the sales points 
of one of the mowers, and when the 
clerk did nothing more. than tell the 
of the goods, I could hardly 
the temptation to take that 
prospect in hand and show him what 
a really good mower should be—and 
was—in the case of at least two 


' machines on that platform. 


Clerk “Pulled a Bone,” for True. 


That customer could afford a good 
mower; of that I was certain. Yet 
he was, allowed to buy a fourteen- 
inch mower, with only three blades 
in the reel, no ball bearings—not 
one single solitary thing to recom- 
mend it except its low selling proce, 

What's the probable result of such 
a transaction? 

Of course any venture into the 
land of prophesy always entals some 
risk, but I do not think I am tak- 
ing any long chances when I pre- 
dict that the unknown, because un- 
advertised low-priced mower would 
never thoroughly please the user: 
and that sooner’ or later repairs 


| would be needed and they might 
not be available. 


Judging by the 
appearance of the machine it would 
The han- 
zrht and poorly braced. 
it was just the kind of mer- 


How much better it would have 
been for both merchant and cus- 
tomer if that clerk had been posted 
on the merits of the better ma- 
chines The owner of that store 
had 4 OBB fine cash registers to 
protect his cash, yet he was allow- 
ing many dollars to escape before 
they ever left the pocket of the cus- 
tomer, if I may put it this way. 


Might Have Pleased Customer and 
Also Made Better Profit. 


That same clerk in the same time 
consumed in selling a “cheap” mow- 
er could have sold one that would 
have pleased the customer in every 
particular and at the same time 
made more money for the merchant. 
And fghis is saying nothing about 
the desire a merchant should have 
to make a repeater of every cus- 
tomer. 

What are you going to do about 
it? Could such a thing happen in 
your store? Why not stock nation- 
ally-advertised lines and then get 
the boys together one evening a 
week and coach them on the goods 
that deserve a little salesmanship? 
Why not ask a clery to “sell” an 
article to you, the proprietor, be- 
fore he attempts to sell it to a cus- 
tomer—a customer that you can’t 
afford to lose through the sale to 
him of anything that will not give 
Democrat “Team Work.’

HOW 10 REDUCE COST 


UF HANDLING FODDER 


By George W. Brown (Ohio). 

One of the real needs. of our 
farms today is a more even return 
of fertility to our soils. 

The manure spreader is solving 
this problem to a certain extent, 
but we find that the manure spread- 
er is not working out to the best 
advantage upon many farms, and 
the seething piles of stalks and 
straw which lie in barnyards all 
summer long aye of little value as 
a fertilized. 

We have often wondered why so 
many of our farmers work and tug 
all winter long with great armloads 
of stalks, paying out long prices 
for getting tbis corn husked and 
the heavy bundles of stalks stored 
for winter feeding. They are doing 
it all at a high cost of twine, of 
husking, and the added labor of 
handling these stalks to the food 
lot and of getting the resigue back 
upon the fields again. 

We have just completed the break- 
ing up of 20 acres where we have 
turned under the stalks just where 
they grew, and we do not know 
how we could get a more even dis- 
tribution of humus, nor a better job 
of conserving it. There is but lit- 
tle fodder of value growing upon 
cornstalks below the ear, so we 
get busy as soon as the grain is 
glazing, and with sharp cutting 
knives top above the ears, and 
bind these bundles into the finest 
feed imaginable for winter feeding 
in the barn mangers, and have no 
hauling in and out of bulky stalks. 

As soon in autumn as we get the 
ears snapped we break up the soil, 
turning under the butt stalks, even- 
ly distributed as they grow, and 
thus eliminate the handling of this 
bulk two or three times during the 
winter feeding. 

We start our  corn-harvesting 
earlier in the falf, for we can com- 
mence topping at least two weeks 
earlier than to cut full shock, and 
the ears mature and’ cure out ear- 
lier for shucking and cribbing. We 
can store twice as much feed in our 
barns, and we turn the cattle into 
the fields after topping and shuck- 
ing, so no feed of any value is lost. 


The Extravagance Age. 


The extravagance of the country 
cannot be over-emphasized. People 
are not saving money as they did 
during the war; they are speculat- 
ing in stocks and real estate like 
drunken sailors. Savings banks re- 
port that their depositors are 
withdrawing more money from 
their savings accounts than they 
are depositing. 

Speculative profits have given 
both swollen incomes and swollen 
heads to thousands upon thousands, 
who are living extravagantly on 
their new found wealth, regardless 
of whether it was fairly or illegal- 
ly gained. Thousands of persons 
are consuming their wages and 
their savings, the “rainy day” has 
been forgotten. 
of this is creating a very 
grave situation, industrial profits 
are declining because operating 
costs are steadily increasing. Labor 
unrest is being excited by the fever 
of speculation and extravagance. 
production per capita is actually de- 
clining at a time when it is most 
needed in recouping war losses. The 
reaction of the world war upon 
this country is causing a desire for 
higher living and less work. 

From this period of inflation and 
extravagance anything from a rev- 
olution to a complete peaceful re- 
adjustment of industry may _result. 
The cure lies in in creased produc- 
tion and an increased production 
reauires individual efficiency and 
team work: there is no limit to 
what Americans can do when they

The last condition report for the 
cotton year 1919-20 igs herewith 
submitted. 

This report shows an average 


condition for the belt of 56 per cent 
compared with 538.6 per cent two 
weeks ago, 64.5 per cent one month 
ago, a gvuvernment last year of 
54.4 per cent, @nd a ten-year aver- 
age of 63.0 per cent. 

The decline for the month has 
been 8.5 per cent compared with a 
ten-year average of 4.9 per cent. 

The above condition indicates an 
approximate crop of 10,875,000 Bales 
atter allowing 1 per cent for aban- 
donment of acreage, which, con- 
sidering the vicissitudes of weath- 
er, etc, attending the crop from 
early planting to the present time, 
is indeed small. 

The land already picked is about 
25 per cent. This compares with a 
ten-year average of 35 per cent. 
The plant in its development is still 
late over many sections. An early 
frost would damage considerably in 
some states: Oklahoma, Arkansas 
and portions of Texas and Louisiana, 
but in others it would be more or 
less beneficial because of cracking 
open half grown and small bolls, 
and killing foliage, thus allowing 
the sun to get to the fruit. This is 
particularly true of all weevil-in- 
tected districts. 

Over weevil, boll worm and 
drought-affected sections ve:y itu- 
tle development is taking place— 
nothing now, but opening of grown 
bolls. The crop is opening rapid- 
ly in all eastern sections where dry 
weather has prevailed from three 
to six weeks, with picking and 
ginning being accomplished under 
favorable conditions. From all 
over the belt comes the cry: “Crop 
is much shorter than we believed 
two weeks ago.” Many farmers 
Say that on examination they find 

much of the crop which they 
thought to be safe two and faren 
weeks ago, has been punctured by 
weevil and boll worm. 

Over the eastern belt many cor- 
respondents say the crop never did 
recuperate from continuous rains 
of July and now with weeks of dry 
weather, severe shedding has 
caused a loss of hundreds of thou- 
sands of bales. Due to dry weath- 
er much premature opening of bolls 
has taken place. Hundreds of farm- 
ers say picking in their county 
will be over by October 15. Over 
weevil districts no blooms have 
been seen for three or four weeks, 
making a very discouraging out- 
look for a top crop of any size 
that might increase the estimate of 
the yield for 1919. 

Farmers are dissatisfied with | 
present prices and many ®6f them 
report that they will hold. Some 
of them are again talking of 40-cent 
cotton and say that when the ac- 
tual size of the present crop is 
known we shall see at least 35- 
cent cotton again. This is a popu- 
lar view among my corps of cor- 
respondents. 

Insect damage has been terrific 
during the past six weeks; dry 
weather in the eastern belt; severe 
wind and heavy rains in the south- 
western sections (mentioned else- 
where) have combined to lower the 
yield, from what gave promise of 
an average crop in the early sea- 
son to a poor one. Many sections 
in eastern districts complain of 
short lint. 

The situation by states is as fol- 
lows: 

North Carolina—Fine for pick- 
ing, but no more development; crop 
in many counties never fully re- 
covered from July rains. Continued 
dry weather during past forty days 
is causing much premature open- 
ing of bolls; 15 per cent has been 
picked. 

South Carolina—Crop will be 
gathered rapidly; yield very disap- 
pointing; many say will be out in 
thirty days; too wet in May, June 
and July, followed by drought in 
August and first half of Septem- 
ber, has caused severe shedding and 
premature opening of bolls. In boll 
weevil sections farmers say the in- 
sect is getting much of the top 
crop. Many farmers say: “Never 
had such a quick decline;’82 per 
cent picked. 

Georgia—Weevil have done such 
damage in this state to warp the 
judgment of the average corre- 
spondent who now reports that: 
“We won't get over 10,000,000 
bales.” Heavy rains in southern 
part of state will help some coun- 
ties, while others will suffer from 
shedding and lowering of grade; 
many farmers say: “Too wet in 
July, followed by dry, hot August 
and September caused by rapid 
shedding.” Many say picking will 
be over by October 1. 44 per cent 
gathered. 

Alabama—Crop shorter than an- 
ticipated two weeks ago. Many 
planters thought a third of the bolls 
on the stalks would mature, but on 
examination it is shown that the 
great majority of these bolls have 
been punctured by weevil. Many 
say: “It is the last we thought 
that was safe.” Picking is retard- 
ed in some sections owing to the 
lateness of the crop; 36 per cent 
gathered. 

‘Mississippi and Louisiana—Boll 
weevil, boll worm and caterpillar 
have caused serious damage; crop 
not so good as promised a month 
azo; weather conditions generally 
favorable to picking, but not devel- 
opment; 20 and 30 per cent, re- 
spectively, has been gathered. 

Texas—Boll weevii ™and boll 
worm bad in eastern, central and 
northwestern sections. The gulf 
storm of September 14-15 left much 
destruction to the cotton crop 
south and southwest from Lee 
county along the coast and inland 
west to Guadalupe county. To be 
Sure, this section does not contain 
many of the biggest cotton grow- 
ing counties of Texas, but the 
damage sustained to the district 
covered cannot be ignored, as it is 
over an area growing about 350,000

ORGANIZING FOR WAR 
AGAINST BOLL WEEVIL 


A. Lee Andrews, publisher 
field editor of The Junior Farmer, 
a new farm paper for boys and 
girls, was in Atlanta recently for 
the purpose of getting the bankers 


and other business interests behind 
‘an organized and concerted move- 
ment that will impress on all cotton 
farmers the manifold advantages to 
be obtained by the aqdeep turning 
under of all cotton stalks this fall. 

Mr. Andrews makes the point that 
in view of the short crop farmers 
will have an unusual opportunity to 
turn under their stalks before frost 
this fall. Turning uneer stalks 
while still green destroys millions 
of grown weevils, eggs, larvae and 
pupae; it deprives the weevils—that 
escape this process—of a place to 
lay further eggs, it consérves the 
green stalks as a plant food which 
are worth anywhere from $2 to $5 or 
more per acre; prepares a most ex- 
cellent seed bed, after being disked 
and rolled and puts the land in con- 
dition to absorb the rains of the 
winter without undue ergsion and 
provides additional moisture which 
is stored in the subsoil against a 
possible dry spring or summer. 

Mr. Andrews urges every business 
interest to get actively behind this 
movement and says that Commis- 
sioner Brown has entered heartily 
into the movement and has promised 
to issue a statement for the press 
and appeal to the farmers to do 
this work as soon as possible. 

“The Boll Weevil Problem—lIts 
Solution,” is the title of a new book 
on the boll weevil, which Mr. An- 
drews has just published. This is 
an enlarged fourth edition of ‘‘The 
Boll Weevil Problem” by B. L. Moss, 
managing editor of The Progressive 
Farmer, with ten new highly spe- 
cialized chapters added. There are 
two highly important chapters on 
dust poison control, one of which 
was prepared by Professor Loy E. 
Rast, boll weevil specialist, Georgia 
State College of Agriculture, and 
the other by Dr. W. E. Hinds, state 
entomologist of Alabama, with the 
Alabama Polytechnic institute at 
Aubnrn. Dr. Hinds has had ten years 
experience with the weevil. These 
are especially interesting just now 
because of the tremendous publicity 
recently given the calcium arsenate 
method of control. 

Mr. Andrews is placing this new 
and valuable book of twenty chap- 
ters, covering every phase of the 
fight, to be won against the wee- 
vil, and containing a large amount 
of new information on this subject 
in the hands of many thousands of 
cotton farmers without expense to 
them. Bankers and other far-see- 
ing business men are making a 
blanket distribution of these books, 
because of their great current in- 
terest and permanent value as a 
reference work, not only to be used 
in the war against the weevil, but 
as a valuable book on better farm- 
ing that will teach a more efficient 
system which will be read with ab- 
sorbing interest by all farmers. One 
jchapter especially deserves more 
than passing interest. This was 
written by N. L. Willet, of Aucusta, 
and is entitled “Fighting the Weevil 
With Food Crops.” This chapter is 
a little classic on this subject. Mr. 
Willet is a kell-known authority and 
his daily column, mainly about this 
subject, in The Augusta Chronicle 
headed “Common Sense Comment,” 
is wonderfully interesting and has 
a large number of readers.

In this* new packing plant hog 
producers see something they be- 
lieve will be of far greater bene- 
fit to them than could have come 
through the establishment of the 
regular type of packing houses. 
The Nashville concern will not 
slaughter hogs, but will take the 
meat, after it has been killed, and 
cure it properly by a new process 
and prepare it for market just as 
good as any packing plant. The 
plant was promoted by W. G. Eager, 
of Valdosta, who will manage the 
businss and next year he will com- 
mence the erection of a chain of 
such plants. The Nashville plant 
will cost about $21,000 and the peo- 
ple of that section have contract- 
ed to supply 300.900 pounds of meat 
for the plant this season. When 
the meat is brought to the plant 
the packing company will buy it 
at market prices or will cure it 
for a nominal sum which will per- 
mit the producer to find his own 
market. Should it be cured for the 
producer it will bear his name and 
his brand, in order that he may, if 
so desired, develop his own market 
and demand. 

The plant will be in operation 
the year round, so that there will 
always be a market for the hogs or 
the means of curing the meat, so 
that the hog raiser will not be at 
the mercy of a low selling market 
when the fall hogs are ready for 
sale. It is predicted that this is 
the last year when hogs will only 
be ready for sale in the fall, just 
at the time when hog prices go 
down. The new packing house 
methods will assist the producer 
in making hogs a year-round busi- 
ness. 

It is contended that the larger 
ande-more pretentious packing con- 
cerns will not be near as valuable 
to the hog producer as these small- 
er and more numerous’ concerns, 
and that the latter will have a 
wonderful influence in the greater 
development of the hog industry. 

The new plan of packing houses 
will manufacture a brand of lard 
and sausage of their own, using 
meat trimmed from the hogs they 
buy for their own curing, thus hav- 
ing a considerable amount of by- 
products to place on the market. 

The Nashville plant will be the 
first one put in operation, but Mr. 
Eager expects to have one ready 
for business in Valdosta by next 
fall, and perhaps a number of 
others, as it seems certzin that al- 
most every place of any size will 
desire to have this local means of 
developing an independent industry 
and making the meat marketable so 
that the producer can sell it with- 
out accepting, always, the price of 
the big packers.

Americus, Ga., October 25.—R. S&S. 
Oliver, of the Oliver-McDonald 
company, and H. R. McGee, mayor 
of Plains, it is announced, will g0 
pxtensively into the business of 
growing peaches this year in Sum- 
ter county. Their orchard is lo- 
cated just west of Plains, on the 
Americus and Preston highway, and 
is penetrated bv the Seaboard Air 
Line railroad. The promoters have 
ordered 16,000 peach trees, which 
they intend setting out immediate- 
ly, in addition to those already 
owned, and when completed their 
orchard will be one of the finest in 
this entire section. Carmens, Geor- 
gia Belles, Hylie Belles and El- 
hertas are the varieties which will 
be marketed by Messrs. Oliver and 
McGee. Already the tract owned bv 
these men contains a 4-acre pecan 
grove, which it is their purpose 
to largely increase, and they will 
immediately plant 21 additional 
acres in nut trees. 


Better Stock Movement. 


The first organized crusade in a 
large country to improve all its 
live stock simultaneously will get 
under way in. the United States 
October 1, according to an an- 
nouncement of the department of 
agriculture. Its slogan will be 
“Better Sires—Better Stock.” The 
aim is to hasten the replacement 
of the multitude of scrub domestic 
animals with pure-bred or high- 
grade stock and to improve the 
quality of pure-breds themselves. It 
is urged that onlv good pure-bred 
Sires be used. Where individual 
herds are small it is proposed that 
sires be owned co-operatively. The 
suality and productive capacity of 
the average American farm animal 
are still very low, and many farm- 
ers are wasting time and money 
on animals that give less returns 
for the same expenditure than 
would better stock. It is planned 
to include all kinds of stock in 
the campaign. 


Before adjourning, the Portu- 
guese parliament voted a credit 
of £6,3290.000 for works iw connec- 
tion with the development of the 
port of Lisbon.

Acknowledged by Those 
Who Have Attended the 
Three Previous Fairs to 
Have Been the Greatest 
of All in Many Respects.

The greatest fair ever held south 
of the Ohio and east of the Missis- 
sippi rivers, in the unsolicited opin- 
ion of scores of exhibitors and con- 


cession men who have been attend- 
ing fairs in the territory designatcd 
tor the past twenty years. 

Almost perfect in point of its sub- 
stantial character—in fact, an expo- 
sition of usefulness. Not va foot oft 
space anywhere in the buildings or 
on the machinery midway that was 
not in use for the purpose of demon- 
strating labor-saving devices that 
represented the inventive genius of 
the United States in its progress for 
a decade. The entire 26,500 square 
feet of the automotive industries 
exhibit so filled that there was not 
enough space left at times for prac- 
tical demonstration so crowded was 
the building. 

Another 26,500 feet in the Liberal 
Arts building and the aisles so 
crowded at times that it was impos- 
‘sible for those who were in a hurry 
to make a proper study of the ex- 
hibits. he machinery midway, on 
which everything was exhibited in 
the way of modern farm machinery, 
was four times as big as last year, 
and demonstrated everything in the 
way of a tractor, from a small ma- 
chine designed to economically dis- 
pense with the mule—even on the 
terraces of north Georgia—to the 
largest type used in road building. 
There were fifty exhibits of labor- 
saving machinery for use in every 
conceivable place in field, garden 
and dwelling. There were fifty ex- 
hibitors in the so-called liberal arts 
section, a number never before re- 
corded at a fair in the southeastern 
states, and they were not disap- 
pointed in their results — their 
search for prospects will keep their 
follow-up forces busy for two 
months. An example of the inter- 
est and wide territory from which 
the Southeastern fair attracts peo- 
ple was revealed by one exhibitor 
of machinery, who on two pages of 
prospects had the addresses of peo- 
ple from six states outside Georgia. 

The agricultural exhibit was 
nothing less than wonderful—the 
product of field and orchard in such 
variety and abundance; such quality 
and so beautifully displayed, that 
it vied with the best conceptions 
of the truly artistic, and of all of 
them none were more attractive 
than that of Fulton county. The 
space in the agricultural building 
devoted to purely agricultural and 
horticultural work and _ products 
amounted to 28,000 square feet. The 
accomplishment of this record was, 
of course, only possible through the 
practical co-operation, the result of 
intensive effort on the part of the 
United States department of agri- 
culture and the Georgia State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, wrose forces 
find in the Southeastern fair the 
greatest possible opportunity of 
demonstrating the educational use- 
fulness of their departments. 

The most remarkable feature of 
the fair was without doubt the 
swine show. I« was all the more 
remarkable when the cost of Condi- 
tioning and showing stock is taken 
into consideration. The 700 pens 
had enough show stock to make $1 
entries in the regular classes with 
nearly 400 Pig club entries, a record 
that we feel sure will not be equall- 
ed by any other fair in the south, 
and possibly in the United States. 
One of the surprises of the show 
was the Berkshire and Poland China 
entries. It was said by those at- 
tending other fairs that it was the 
best Berkshire show, except one, 
made at any fair in ten years; it 
was remarkable that one of the 
prize-winning juniors that had cap- 
tured the blue ribbon at every other 
fair was beaten by one of Ruohs 
Pyron’s pigs. The entries of swine 
in the regular classes were: Po- 
land China, 214; Hampshire, 20%; 
Duroc, 130; Berkshire. cea Gh i 
102; Red Berkshire, 90; Tamworth, 
47, and Spotted Poland China, 11. 

It is to be regretted that the cat- 
tle show did not continue. the 
record-breaking feature of other de- 
partments. This was due to three 
causes, one is the lack of sidetrack 
facilities to the fair grounds. It is 
a big risk to walk cattle a mile and 
a half in very hot weather, and the 
weather this October was unusual. 
Even at the Virginia state fair the 
cattle suffered intensely, and it pre- 
vented a number of herd from com- 
ing, when the owners knew they 
must lead them the long distance 
from the cars to the pens. The cat- 
tle show did not continue the 
to the usual standard, as the cost of 
conditioning cattle and lack of la- 
bor earlier in the season deterred 
a number of breeders from attempt- 
ing to show. The cattle show, how- 
ever, was one that would reflect 
credit on any fair, any year and in 
the dairy division was away ahead 
of any previous year. The total 
entries in both classes amounted to 
604, with 52 entries in the calf club 
| division. 

In point of attendance the 1919 
fair set a pace that indicates the 
/great and growing possibilities of 
'the territory served by the Atlanta 
enterprise. Threatening weath«r 
'and even rain did not keep the peo- 
ple away. They knew that the 
| great buildings, connected by con- 
crete walks, would enable them to 
see all the solid features of the 
fair, and even the last day, with 
rain at noon, there were 8,000 people 
looking at the remnants, for it is 
necessary to release many exhibits 
'of live stock Saturday in order that 
| they may show at some other fair. 

Tt has been suggested that the 
\fair which has just closed is onlv 
ithe beginning of greater things, and 
this is without doubt true if the 
| facilities of the plant are enlarged.

It was 
worth all it has cost the people of 
Atlanta. Its amusement side was 
designed to please a variety of 
tastes that is as wide as the human 
emotions are varied.

ENCOURAGE NEGROES

Quitman, Ga., October 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—White farmers in Georgia 
who want to Keep their negro ten- 
ants satisfied on the farms will 
have to encourage them and teacn 
them to diversify their crops. 
year has convinced .every Georgia 
farmer that cotton can no longer 
be grown as it used to be, says KR. 
EK. Dower, of Dixie, Ga., one of the 
most successful farmers in this 
county... 

Many. farmers say you cannot 
teach a negro to be anything but a 
cotton farmer. Mr. Bower does not 
agree to this and points to the ex- 
ample of one negro tenant on hia 
place. He says not one of his cot- 
ton tenants will make over a bale 
and a half of cotton to the plow 
this year. This negro runs two 
plows; last spring he sold 
worth of winter cabbage; after his 
cabbage crop he planted beans, Irish 
potatoes and onions. 

Mr. Bower did net know how 
much the man sold, but he had a 
good crop and got $1.25 to $2 per 


crate for these vegetables. Follow- 
ing the vegetable crop the negro 
shipped cantaloupes. Following his 
five acres in cabbages he planted 
two acres in Irish potatoes and 
three acres in sweet potatoes, ana 
he is now marketing the sweet po- 
tatoes and planting the land in 
onions as fast as the potatoes are 
cleared out. 


Two Acres in Cane. 


The negro has two acres in cane, 
Which will make thirty barrels of 
syrup, worth $750. On the land 
where he had cantaloupes he 
ed peas and 
pea-vine hay crop and will 
feed for his stock and hay to sell. 
This negro sold a carload of hay 
last year. He also had plenty of 
meat, pinders for seed, hay and 
syrup for his own use. 

This negro has bought two mules. 
a wagon, a Jersey cow, invested 
$150 in war savings stamps, paid 
his land rent and has money in the 
bank and is in much bétter cond!- 
tion than the tenants who planted 
nothing but cotton. 

Mr. Bower does not think § the 
average negro tenant will under- 
take a program of diversified farm- 
ing unless he is encouraged, advised 
and aided by the landowner. Rut he 
thinks that all the time given to 
thus encouraging the negro is 
time well invested. He says th- 
negro cannot raise cotton as he 
used to, but if he is taught diver- 
sified farming he will have more 
money to spend, will he satisfied 
on the land and the land itself wi!! 
be built up.

Service Highly Respected by 
Both Dealer and Shipper. 
Gives Farmer Inside 
Information.

Editor's Note—The following 
article is written by an expert 
in the United States departme nt 
of agriculture, his object ve 
ing to give the shippers acom- 
prehensive insight into “the na- 
ture of the protective service 
accorded the growers by the de- 
partment. He also shows here- 
in that the honest commission 
merchant is a valuable asset to 
all shippers. 


Inspection Service. 
In order that the farmer may 


Know how the full truth as to how 
his produce reaches the commission 
man to whom he sells or ships, the 
United States bureau. of markets 
maintains an inspection officer in 
Atlanta at 411 Connally building, 
with Walter H. Beckham in charge. 
In old days it Was very common for 
the farmer to ship his produce to 
market and receive a letter from 
the commission merchant to whom 
he shipped that the shipment ar- 
rived decayed and in bad condition 
and did not bring freight charges. 
In such case the farmer then had 
no way of knowng whether the 
merchant was lying to him or not 
and had to swallow his medicine 
usually and let it go at that. Now 
in such case he may write, wire 
or phone the United States fruit 
and produce inspector, stating to 
whom the shipment is made and 
when and where it is expected to 
arrive and request an inspection. 
Uncle Sam then sends an experi- 
enced fruit and produce man, who 
really knows his business and who 
has been appointed under celivil 
service after competitive examina- 
tions, who will inspect this shi 
ment on arrival and issue an ab- 
solutely impartial certificate of 
inspection covering both the con- 
dition and grade, which certificate 
is prima facie evidence in any 
courts of the United States as to 
the facts stated. This service is 
highly respected by both the dealer 
and shipper as it always speaks 
the truth as an impattial govern- 
ment inspector sees it. If in fact 
the shipment has arrived off grade 
or in bad condition the dealer is 
happy to have his statement to 
the shipper backed up by a gov- 
ernment inspector. On the other 
hand the dishonest dealer. who is 
now in the minority, as the great 
number of commission dealers are 
all honest, is run out of business 
or forced to change his tactics and 
be good. Needless to say this 
brings about a better feeling of 
confdence in the trade and fruit 
and produce is handled quicker and 
with less loss, ag these reports from 
the government inspector are fre- 
quently used as a basis for adjust- 
ments between the distant shipper 
and the local receiver. The railroads 
also recognize this service and fre- 
quently use the government in- 
spection service to find out if they 
are in fault in the handling of the 
shipment and liable to the shipper. 
Claim agents attach great import- 
ance tothe government report as to 
condition which a wise shipper will 
always attach to his claim. The 
service limited to fresh fruits 
and vegetables only, or what Is gen- 
erally known as perishable, but is 
to be extended to other farm prod- 
ucts. Inspectors are available in 
practically all the larger cities and 
leading markets. The Atlanta office 
also looks after inspections in Au- 
gusta, Macon, Chattanooga,’ Bir- 
mingham and Montgomery. 
small fee of $2.50 per carload 
than carloads in proportion), 
is paid by the applicant, ts chargea 
for the service, but does not go to 
the inspector, who is paid a salary, 
but goes direct into the national 
funds at Washington. This fee 
does not pay all the expense of the 
service, Which is maintained by 
congressional appropriation. The 
charging of a small fee, however, 
has made the service used more 
wisely and with better apprecia- 
tion than if it was given free, as 
was at first done when the service 
was inaugurated. Walter H. Reck- 
ham, in charge of the Atlanta 
office, is a Georgian and was a 
well- known attorney of Albany, 
Ga., before taking charge of this 
work in Atlanta.

In this 
connection a semi-weekly sweet po- 
tato market news report is being 
published., giving all the data 
sweet potato markets all 
over the nation, showing prices, 
demand, movement, ete., in all the 
leading markets. This information 
if studied by the farmer will enable 
him to market his potatoes to the 
best advantage. It can be had free 
for the asking. Requests for re- 
ports should be addressed Market 
Survevs, Bureau of Markets, Wash- 
ington, D: C., stating what com- 
modities reports are desired on and 
for how long. This office will also 
supply on request a list of reliable 
produce dealers in every leading 
market in the event the farmer 
may need this as a matter of in- 
formation.

This decade marks the establish- 
ment of commercial creameries and 
cheese factories. There are now 
several of these in successful op- 
eration. They fit in splendidly with 
swine-raising. There is one teature 
of the case that is serious enough 
to mention, the number of dairy 
head per capita of population is less 
than the per capita ratio ten years 
ago. Great efforts should be taken 
to overcome this and there is ab- 
solutely no danger of producing too 
much milk or butter in the state 
in the coming ten years, although 
Zhe problems of manufacturers and 
marketing offer very distinct ob- 
stacies in a few remote counties. 

Silos, improved pastures and sim- 
ilar questions must be studied and 
better and more universal methods 
adopted before we can reduce the 
present outrageous cost of milk. The 
farmer musf not be blamed for this 
at present because of the necessity 
of fencing, outlay of capital, trans- 
portation and lastly labor. Up to 
the present time it has been almost 
impossible to do anything with the 
colored help, but the past week has 
brought in the news of a newly 
dawning era. In south Georgia cot- 
ton has been picked out and the one- 
time independent hands are begging 
for work to buy them bread. This 
condition will shortly overtake those 
in the weevil infested areas and then 
the labor cost will begin to decline, 
and with that the cost of production 
of all farm products.

HOGS CONSUME GRAIN, 
CATTLE NEED FORAGE 


The various proportions of the 
crops that are fed to the different 
classes of domestic animals on 
farms in this country have been de- 
termined by the bureau of 
estimates with interesting results. 
Corn, of course, is fed to hogs 
much more than any other class of 
animals—50 per cent to them, or 
fully one-half of the quantity fed 
to all animals. Horses eat 24 per 
cent, cattle 19 per cent and poultry 
5 per cent. 

Horses are the chief eaters of 
oats, their share being 68 per cent, 
that of cattle 13 per cent, of hogs 
ll per cent, and of poultry 6 per 
cent. Barley is chiefly eaten by 
hogs, whose consumption is 60 per 
cent of the quantity eaten by all 
animals, while horses eat 18 per 
cent, cattle 12 per cent and poultry 
1l per cent. Of the small fraction 
of the wheat crop fed to animals, 
poultry gets 59 per cent and 
29 per cent. Nearly all the hxyy goes 
to cattle and horses, 51 and 45 per 
cent, respectively. 

Rye has been fed to animals as 
well as used for bread and whisky, 
and more than one-half of this feed 
has gone to hogs, one-quarter to 
horses, and one-seventh to poul- 
try. Nearly all the silage is eaten 
by cattle, and a little is consumed 
by hogs, horses, sheep and even by 
poultry. Mill feed is especially for 
cattle and swine, which together 
consume 86 per cent of the whole 
quantity that is fed, in about equal 
proportions. 

The figures of the bureau indi- 
cate that hogs are the principal 
grain eaters, horses a close second, 
cattle third, poultry fourth and that 
sheep consume a mere trace.

It is conservatively estimated that | 
we sustain an economic loss of néar- 
ly fifty million dollars annually 
through inefficient handling, stor- 
ing and marketing of swect pota- | 
toes. The U. S. bureau of markets 
is exerting every effort to reduce 
this loss to the minimum. On ac- 
count of the fact that the sweet po- 
tato is highly perishable it is usual- 
ly dumped onto the market at har- 
vest time in such quantities as to 
break the markét to the extent that 
the price received is often below 
cost of production. Then it is only

ThE CRACKER STATE 
CANNING CLUB WORK 


By Miss Lilla S. Forrest. 

In 1912 the late Hon. S. A. Rod- 
denbery, who was then a member 
of congress, guaranteed the salary 
for a canning club agent to be put 
on for six weeks during the sum- 
mer months for the counties of 
Thomas and Grady. 

The work of organizing the clubs 
was done by the teachers of the 
counties. The agent did some cor- 
respondence, but the princival work 
done was the teaching of preserva- 
tion of vegetables by canning. This 
method was almost unknown at 
this time, and the canning parties 
held in the different communities of 
Thomas and Grady counties were 
very popular and enjoyable af- 
fairs. This was the beginning of 
canning club work in our section 
of the state. 

The first year in which we held 
a contest one little girl, Jessie Mon- 
roe, of Metcalfe, exhibited 117 arti- 
cles of canned goods. This season 
the Miller sisters, of Boston, made 
the greatest yield of any in the 
county. In Grady county the first 
season Lucile Darcy, of Cairo, led 
the congressional district. She can- 
ned more than 600 quarts of toma+ 
toes from one-tenth of an acre. 
The canning club work was car- 
ried on during the summer months 
until 1915, when an agent was put 
on for full time. Since this time 
the work has grown from fifty- 
seven enrolled members in 1912 to 
102 in 1919. More than 20,000 people 
have received instruction in the can- 
ning of vegetables. 

We have had some fine work done 
by the girls during this time. Among 
those who have made more than 500 
cans of tomatoes from their one- 
tenth acre plots are Jessie Miller, 
Gladys Crisler, Mamie 
Willie Turner, Ola Chason, 
Wilson, Ruth Scales, Audra Scales, 
Eva Hudson, Mattie Hazel Smith, 
Della Hancock, Blanche Baker and

She spent $29.60 for 
cans and from this tenth of an acre 
she sold $110 worth of tomatoes and 
carned tomatoes, making a clear 
profit of $67.40 from one-tenth of 
an acre, 

In 1916 Ruby and Audra Scales, 
of Barwick, planted two-tenths of 
an acre of tomatoes, from which 
they canned 3,124 cans of tomatoes. 
In addition to this they assisted in 
canning 600 cans of beans and made 
a barrel of glasses of jelly, pre- 
serves, etc. 

Before canning work was intro- 
duced in the county canned products 
were shipped here by the carloads. 
Now if our housewives haven't it 
already stored in their pantries they 
purchase from the cannine ciup 
girls. The canning club girls’ 
products may also be found in many 
of our grocery stores in the coun- 
ty. In this way we are keeping 
our money at home. Our motto is:

Dairymen Find Market. 


Milk, either sweet or as butter- 
milk, bids fair to become the fa- 
vorite soft drink of the factory em- 
ployee. Dairy specialists, sent out 
by he department of agriculture 
this “year, have been giving talks, 
in which the value of milk is 
stressed, to representative groups 
of workers in various trades.

Baked Squash—Cut the squash in 
pieces for serving.

Baked Hominy—Four cups homi- 
iny, two cups white sauce, one cup 
| chopped ham, one-half teaspoon salt 
jand one-half teaspoon. paprika. 
Canned hominy is excellent to use. 
Mix with white sauce, add season- 
ing and chopped ham. Stir in thor- 
oughly and bake in a moderate 
oven. 


To Launder Collars and Cuffs 


Since I live on a farm and am 
quite far removed from a laundry, I 
always do up the stiff collars and 


cuffs at home. By using starch 
jelly IT am able to secure just as 
high a gloss as that obtained at the 
laundry. The following are the pro- 
portions which 1 use: two table- 
spoons starch, one-quarter cup cold 
water, one cup boiling water. 

I add the cold water to the 
starch and make a thin mixture 
without lumps. Then I add the 
boiling water slowly, stirring con- 
Sstantly, and allow it to boil up. 

After I have my jelly prepared TI 
lay out the collars and cuffs which 
have been washed and dried and 
apply the jelly with a soft cloth, 
rubbing in thoroughly on both sides. 

If they are to be very stiff I al- 
low them to dry, repeat the process, 
and roll them up in a towel while 
still wet. In twenty or thirty min- 
utes I iron them first on one side 
and then on the other with an iron 
rubbed with paraffin until perfectly 
dry and glossy. 

If a very high gloss is desired 1 
rub a damp cloth over them and 
again press until perfectly dry. 

When. washing articles which I 
do not care to have especially stiff 
I generally use the cold starch 
method, which is somewhat simpler: 
two tablespoons” starch, one-half 
——— borax, two cups cold wa- 
er. 

Add the cold water gradually to 
the starch. Mix well and add the 
dissolved borax. Dip the article 
the solution and rub well, repeat- 
ing the process several times. 

With a cloth remove all surface 
starch, roll up in a cloth and al- 
low to stand over night. Iron ac- 
cording to the directions given for 
starchy jelly.

‘How to Improve 
The Quality of 
Home-Made Butter 


Butter made on farms may be mae 
i terially improved in quality if the 
following rules are observed: 

| 1. Produce clean milk and cream. 
‘Cool the cream immediately after 
it comes from the separator. Cleag 
'and sterilize all utensils. 

2. Ripen or sour the cream at 
'from 65 to 75 degrees Fahrenheit 
-until mildly sour. Always use ®& 
i thermometer in order to know that 
i the right temperature is reached. 

3S. Cool the cream to churning 
temperature or below, and hold at 
| that temperature for at least two 
|!hours before churning. 

4. Use a churning temperature--+ 
, usually between 62 and 66 degrees 
| Fahrenheit—that will require from 
'thirty to forty minutes to obtain 
| butter. 

5. Clean and scald the churn, then 
lhalf fill it with cold water, and re- 
volve until churn is thoroughly 
cooled, after which empty the wa- 
ter. , 

6. Pour the cream into the churn 
through a strainer. 

7. Add butter color—from 20 to 
35 drops to a gallon of cream—ex- 
cept late in the spring and early in 
summer. 

8. Put the cover on tight: revolva 
the churn several times; stop with 
bottom up, and remove stopper to 
permit escape of gas; repeat until 
no more gas forms. 

9% Continue churning until butter 
granules are formed the size of 
grains of wheat. 

10. Draw off 
through the hole 


the buttermilk 
in the bottom of 
the churn, using a strainer to catch 
the particles af butter. When the 
buttermilk has drained out, replace 
the cork. 

11. Prepare twice as much wash 
water as there is buttermilk, and act 
about the same temperature. Use 
the thermometer: do not guess at 
temperatures, Put one-half the 
water into the churn with the but- 
ter.

Profiteering In France 


(From The Yale Review.) 

It is a grave matter that Amer- 
jeans feel they are being robbed 
in Franee. French business, it is 
true, profiting by the complete col- 
lapse of the ordinary equilibrium 
between supply and demand, has 
“sown itself greedy of, gain. But 
individual intentions are small mat- 
ters beside the play of economic 
forces. For more than four vears 
of war, France has been bled white 
By reason of the immense armies 
that lived on our soil, consumption 
increased. while at the same time 
production decreased, and the lack of 
cargo space reduced, and finally 
stopped, importation. All goods and 
provisions became scarce. Prices 
rose and the raising of salaries 
stimulated demand. Then the mer- 
chant, who was obliged to put up 
the prices, and who saw the value 
of money falling. certainly did lose 
his sense of proportion. He was en- 
couraged by the generosity of 
allies. principally the English 
the Americans. They brought int 
France a great deal of money and 
were clearly disposed to spend it 
They were not easily restrained bv 
difficulties that they could surmount, 
by obstacles that they could over- 
come. Rather than put themselves 
to much trouble—perhaps in vain-- 
to obtzin what they wanted at the

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HE report that the British West 
Indies will be ceded to the 


United States by England in 
cancellation of her war debt recalls 
to a forgetful world romance and ad- 
venture as picturesque as the Ara- 
bian Nights. It revives old tales of the 
sea, of daring pirates, of stolen car- 
gos of gold and gems rivalling the 
treasure of the Incas. 


The beauty of tropical isles, the 
purple Caribbean, natural wealth, 
and an aura of unequaled romance 
will combine to make up this valu- 
able new possesion, should Great 
Britain carry out her proposed plan. 
Aside from all material gain, the tra- 
ditions surrounding this tropical 
paradise form some of the world’s 
greatest romances, 

Those were the olden days when 
pirate ships, flying their sable flag, 
sailed the seven seas and took what 
might made right. The most noted 
figures of piratical history made 
these tropical islands their home 
port and the glamour of the wild fear- 
less life they led still clings there. 

The Bahamas, Jamaica, the Bar- 
badoes, Trinidad—what names. to 
conjure up visions of a dead era 
whose romance cleaves the gray 
mists of the past like a flame when 
the heroes of its multi-colored ad- 
ventures are ashes! 

What treasure of gold and jewels 
may still lie hidden in the rich loam 
of the island! And what an exodus 
of treasure-seekers may be expected 
from this country if: the Stars and 
Stripes do really float over the is- 
lands of the Caribbean. 

Youth demands adventure and all 
ages desire wealth. With the west an 
open book, the Philippines a deco- 
rous insular possession, and Panama 
bisected by a. gigantic monument to 
modern science, the eyes of Ameri- 
can soldiers of fortune will turn hope- 
fully to the Spanish Main. Already 
the shores of the Caribbean are 
sprinkled with the bones of daring 
adventurers who sought buried pri- 
vate treasures and gave their lives to 
Mammon. 

Expidition after expedition has 
gone down to the tropical islands in 
search of traditional treasure. Some 
were legitimate and some not: some 
private enterprise and other subsi- 
dized undertaking, but all alike shar- 
éd failure. The white coral sands that 
fringe the purple Caribbean still hold 
their secret and guard the blood- 
stained treasure of the daring buc- 
caneers who sailed the Spanish Main 
in bygone days. 

The treasure-seekers from this 
country, directly after the transfer 
- of the islands is made, if Britain’s ru- 
mored plan is carried into execution, 
will only be equalled by the winter 
exodus of travelers. The islands of 
Spanish Main are unequalled in beau- 
ty of scenery and climate. Tropical 
fruits and vegetation are luxuriant. 
Pineapples, oranges, lemons, cocoa- 
nuts and mammees are some of the 
products which abound on the large 
plantations. 

But chief of all the attractions to 
jure the American adventurer is the 
romance of a bygone day when the 
bold buccaneer ruled the seven seas, 
capturing priceless cargos of precious 
metal and gems and rich silks, not 
to mention fair travelers who dared 
to cross the Spanish Main on their 
voyage to the New World. 

Historical record of those days 
reads like a medieval romance. There 
are the names of British and Spanish 
heroes nuequalled in daring and law- 
lessness since the beginning of Time. 
The tales of cruelty are revolting, 
but the gallant adventure of many a 
far-ffamed buecaneer have furnished 
the material for books down through 
the centuries. 

The purple sea which bears the 
name of the Spanish Main gained its 
name by right of discovery. Spain, 
which put forth the first gallant ad- 
venturers to the New World claimed 
the rich islands of the Caribbean and 
christened the tropical waters that 
washed their chores the “Spanish 
Main.” or Spanish Sea, 

The native treasures of the islands 
were transported across the Atlantic 
to the mother country for a century 
or so. until that intrenid British ad- 
venturer. Francis Drake, claimed 
the Caribbean's choicest islands for 
England. Drake turned pirate on the 
seas and captured many of the old 
Spanish galleons carrying gold and 
gems from South America. 

The islands formed the objective 
of British advewturers for Many 
years until the last inch of soil and 
the last splendid treasure was glean- 
ed for the United Kingdom. 

But the romance which surronnds 
them fled after their transfer was 
completed. It is onlv the rhosts of 
the contests with which recorders of 
tales of bravery and bloodshed are 


concerned. 

Each island in the Spanish Main 
group has a favorite pirate whose 
deeds of violence are lovingly hand 
ed down from generation to genera 
tion by the natives, who have pre- 
served their characteristics of race 
and environment despite British in 
fluence. 

All the old sea rovers and follow- 
ers of piracy are grouped under the 
collective title of “buccaneers.” The

term has a confusing ancestry which 


cannot be easily checked up and loeg- 
ically applied to the early adven- 
turers. It comes from an Indian word 
“boucan,” meaning dried meat. A 
“poucanier” was a hunter who killed 
wild animals whose flesh were cut 
into strips and dried to provide food. 
Apparently the word “buccaneer” ob- 
tained its meaning in this way. 

The foremost of the buccaneers 
favored the island of Jamaica, whose 
early history reads like a fairy ro- 
mance. Jamaica is much the most 
valuable of the little group of islands 
which includes such familiar names 
as the Bahamas, with Great Bahama, 
San Salvador, Great Abaco, and New 
Providence; St. Kitts, the Leeward 
Islands, Antigua, Anguilla, the Wind- 
ward Islands, with Grenada, St. Vin- 
cent, St. Lucia, St. John, Nevis, the 
Barbadoes, most densely populated of 
the group; Trinidad and Taboga. 

Most of these islands abound in 
natural wealth of tropical fruit and 
vegetation. The forests are dense and 
worth fortunes’ in their valuable 
woods. Large plantations are scatter- 
ed throughout the larger islands and 
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the harbors are exceptionly good and 
accessible to ships. So it is easily 
discernable why the daring pirates of 
other centuries should have made the 
Spanish Main their favorite field of 
activity. Particularly since the rish- 
ly-laden ships from South America 
passed that way on their voyage to 
the Old World. 

The rocky coasts of some of the 
smaller islands formed natural bar- 
riers to protect the lurking buccaneers 
who lay in wait for priceless cargo 
ships from Panama and the Spanish 
possessions around the Equator. When 
the white saiz of the doomed ship 
made its appearance over the edge of

the horizon was time enough for the 
bold sea robbers to man their boats 
and swoop out upon their prey. 
Around St. Kitts, the swaggering 
hero of buccaneer davs, Pierre le 
(rand, followed his calling. Pierre 
was a Frenchman, whose intrepid 
courage and audacity auicklv placed 
him as a leader of piratical activity. 
Tales of his boldness and fearless 
ness still abound on St. Kitts. No 
ship was too large, galleon too 
strongly manned and armed, for 
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Pirere le Grand. 

Conferring his title of “Peter the 
Great” upon himself, he could never 
be accused of failing to live up to it. 
And while his cruelty was revolting, 
his personal courage entitled him to 
a place as a hero of legitimate ad- 
venture. Not content with loot of 
gold and silks and velvets, rare laecs 
and gems worth fortunes, he would 
destroy the ship which carried the 
priceless cargo and all aboard her. 

Another pirate adventurer who won 
the title of “The Great” was Alexan- 
der Bras de Fer. His deeds of dar- 
ing, together with his generalship in 
directing and accomplishing his cap- 


him to be known and 
feared as “Alexander the Great’ 
throughout the Spanish Main. But 
unlike most of nis fellow-adventur 
ers he was a gallant and a gentle. 
man. He robbed elegantly, with su 
perb courage and insouciance, but he 
never tortured or killed wantonly 
When he had secured his loot he re. 
leased his prey with a jest and a 
smile, and bid them godspeed. Tra. 
dition even has it that no fair travel. 
er ever lost a jewel nen the rob- 


tures, caused 
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ber who boarded the ship was the 
dashing Alexander Bras de Fer. He 
was by way of being a financier too. 
and succeeded, without bloodshed in 
extracting tribute periodically from 
captured islands, a feat no contem- 
porary of his ever accomplished. 
Morgan’s patron at the Court of St. 
James applauded this course, but 
Spa@in strongly, and no doubt truth- 
fully suspected the high-handed dep- 
uty governor of being the secret head 
of the buccaneers. At any event. 
when the Duke of York came to the 
throne of England as James II., Spain 
used her influence to have Morgan 
removed from his executive post in 


Jamaica, and the daring sea _ rover 
found his activities terminated by the 
gray unconquerable walls of an Eng- 
lish prison. 

But tales of his daring before his 
incarceration have found their wav 
into song and story and books of 
buecaneer adventure attribute all 
manner of achievements to the law- 
less hero. tle is lauded as a purveyor 
of justice, strange to relate after his 
Jamaica a’tiviti-s «nd among his ad- 
mirers he 3 ‘andard for fair 
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play. 

Pirates of the Spanish Main were a 
queer contradictory tribe. Lawless 
and cruel, withont scruple, acknow!l- 
edging nothing save superior force, 
they were oftentimes meticuiously 
just, and always religious. Swearing 
blasphemous oaths that made the 
most hardy hearer cringe, they would 
open fire on an luckless vessel, but 
invariably they knelt before their 
guns preceding the attack and prayed 
for victory—and much booty. 

After the plunder had been con- 
fiscated. the crew. slaughtered the 
fair passengers captured, and the un- 
fortunate ship sent to the bottom of 
the sea, the buccaneers would sing a 
loud te deum, and hastening to port, 
would make a full confession of their 
crime before the priest. Having dis- 
charged that obligation, and feeling 
at peace again with their Maker, 
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they would go their irreverent, blas- 
phemous way. 

One ceremony the 
pirate of the ~Spanish 
failed to observe—the saving of grace 
before meals. And other buccaneer 
bands invariably chanted the Magni- 
ficat and Miserere, besides observing 
other religious formula when 
found a little leisure from their blood- 
thirsty pursuits. <A pirate leader was 
justified in their

sition for the duel in which the two 
were involved. 

Occasionally a eaneer, tiring 
the life of a would pro 
vide himself with a plantation on one 
of the lovely tropical isles where 
vegetation abounded, and became su! 
ficiently domesticated to raise a fam- 
ilv and till the soil. The descendants 
of some of these lawless adventurers 
are among the wealthiest and most 
prominent inhabitants of the islands 
today. But even they do not know 
Where lies the hidden treasure, which 
makes these islands a veritable gdld 
mine. ‘ 

The pirate and the reformed pirate 
never fraternized. As is the way ot 
the world, reform gives rise to exces- 
sive piety and forgetfulness in the re- 
formed, and snecring contempt and 
fear in the unreformed. One of the 
Portuguese buccaneers, Bartholemy, 
having escaped from a Spanish war- 
ship where he was imprisoned, and 
finding himself trailed by _ blood 
hounds. spent days in the impene- 
trable forests of one of the Caribbean 
islands rather than risk asking the 
assistance from the ex-buccanecr 
planters. To escape the dogs, he 
swung himself from tree to tree by 
means of the interlocked limbs for a 
distance of six leagues, the _ story 
goes, risking a possible contact with 
the poison tree whose deadly shade 
is fata! to these who seek its shelter. 
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sea robber. 


Morgan, he Porto Bello 
showed no mercy to Spanish inhabl- 
tants or reformed pirates. After the 
town had surrendered he shut ‘the 
garrison up in a castle and burned it 
to the ground. The residents—women, 
everyone’ without 
discrimination—were herded into the 
churches, tortured, and killed. 

The famous Captain Kidd operated 
in the Spanish Main and the stories 
of his priceless treasure buried in the 
sand along its shores has lured bun- 
dreds treasure-hunters from all 
par the world. The achievements 
of Captain Kidd known 
to bear repeating, and his name 
immortal among adventure lovers 
who launch an almost yearly rumor 
that certain maps or codes have been 
dug up somewhere, revealing the rest- 
ing place of his undiscovered booty. 

Blackbeard sailed and plundered on 
the Spanish Main also. But he chose 
the eastern coast of the United States 
for interring his treasure, which is 
still resting safely where the intrepid 
adventurer planted it. Tradition has 
it that the place he chose lies on a 
‘lender peninsula jutting out from 
Marvland to Chespeake Bay, several 
miles from Queenstown.

Blackbeard not only plundered for 
gold and gems and rich silks, but he 
had an eye for beauty, and many the 
tales that are told of the fair sea 
travelers who were carried away into 
a world of piratical adventure by the 
bold buccaneer and his followers.
